RENEW THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE 


RIGHT TO WITHDRAW EXPIRED 
YESTERDAY. 


Germany Succeeded in Persuading 
Italy Not To Use Withdrawal 
Right. 


London, May 6.—Dispatches to The Daily 
Mati from-Rom® say that the pact of the 
powers constituting the triple alliance was 
renewed yesterday (Thursday) for a period 
of six years. 

The right to withdraw, under the terms 
of the original agreement, expired on May 
6th, and Germany has succeeded in per-

withdrawal. 


DISORDER IN THE REICHSTAG 


IMPEACHMENT OF OFFICIALS 
WAS UNDER DISCUSSION. 


Dr. Wolffe Said Czechs Were an In- 
ferior Race and Caused a Great 
Uproar in the House. 


Vienna, May 6.—There were disorderly 
scenes in the lower house of reichstag to- 
day. during the discussion of the motion, 
submitted by the German nationalists, to 
impeach Count Badeni, the premier and 
minister of foreign affairs, Dr. Bilinski, 
the minister of finance; Dr. Gleispach, the 
minister of justice; Baron Glan, d’Eicha, 
the minister of commerce, and Count Led- 
ebur Wichel, the minister of agriculture, 
for violating their ministerial powers by 
the issue of a decree authorizing the offl- 
cial use of the Czech language in Bohemia. 

Count Badeni pointed out that the ordi- 
nances relating to languages were constitu- 
tional and cited in support of his asser- 
tion the fundamental laws of the states. 
Dr. Wolffe, the mover of the resolution, 
then described the Czechs, Slavos and 
others as being ‘quite inferior races.” A 
great uproar followed and the sitting was 
suspended. 

When the senate was resumed Dr. Wolffe 


was called to order and told to resume his) 


seat. He refused to do so, appealed to 
the house and demanded a division on the 
question whether he was to he allowed 
to speak. The vice president of the house, 
Kathrein, refused to put the question and 
a renewal of the disorder followed. 

Finally, after repeatecly ringing his bell, 
the vice president again suspended the sit- 
ting.

LONDON, May 7.—The Daily Telegraph 
prints a dispatch from Vienna saying that 
the condition of the a of Greece is pre- 
carious. 

LONDON, May 6.—A dispatch to The Dal- 
ly Mail from Berlin says it is reported that 
the powers have decided to lagd troops 
at Athens to protect the dynasty, Greece 
having declined the proffered mediation 
and Turkey being willing to negotiate on 
easy terms if Crete is evacuated by the 
Greeks. 

Austria and Germany Join. 

ATHENS, May 6.—Austria and Germa- 
ny have joined the other powers in propos- 
ing mediation between Greece and Turkey. 

General Smolenski is retreating slowly 
and in orderly fashion to Almyro and Volo 
has been almost completely evacuated. 

The forces under Prince Constantine 
reached Domokos unmolested and have 
not been attacked today. 

A council of war was held in the Greek 
camp and it was decided to retire to Domo- 
kos, which was reached this morning at 


dawn. 

The Greeks promptly occupied strong po- 
sitions on the mountain range overlooking 
Domokos. 

Collective Note Ready. 

ATHENS, May 6.—A collective note will 
be handed to the Greek and Turkish gov- 
ernments this (Thursday) evening or to- 
morrow, calling upon them to cease hostil- 
ities on the distinct assurance that the 
powers will undertake the final solution 
of the pending difficulties. 

It has been decided to send Colonel 
Vassos to Thessaly and Colonel Stratos, 
with a new general staff, will replace Colo- 
ne Manlos in Epirus. 

Major Constantinides will be sent to Do- 
mokos, 

Two transport vessels have been sent to 
Volo to remove the few remaining inhabi- 
tants, 


EMIGRATION LAW REPEALED. 


Mr. Coster, Transvaal Attorney, Re- 
signs on Account of It. 
Pretoria, Miay 6.—The volksraad held a 
protracted secret session yesterday to dis- 
cuss the answer to be made to the dispatch 
of Mr. Chamberlain, British secretary of 
state for the colonies, which demands a re- 

peal of the Transvaal emigration law. 

Today the volksraad repealed the law, not 
because it was a breach of the London con- 
vention, but because it was distasteful to 
neighboring states. 

Mr. Coster, the Transvaal state attorney, 
has tendered his resignation in disapproval 
of the repeal. 


EDITORIAL STAFF ARRESTED. 


Paper Was Organ of Mexican Sympa- 
thizers with Cuba. 

City of Mexico, May 6—A _ sensational 
arrest was made today of the editorial 
staff of the paper called El Continente 
Americano, whicu is the organ of the Mex- 
ican sympathizers with the Cuban insur- 
gents, at the instigation of the Duke de 
Arcos, Spanish minister, who complains 
that the paper has insulted a friendly 
nation. 

The editors are young Mexican students, 
and popular sympathy is with them. The 
arrest is causing much comment.

“The duchess replied: ‘No, not yet. Let 
us give the visitors time to get outside.’ 

“I saw the crowd rush for the exits, and 
the flames spreading around us, while drops 
of burning tar fell upon us. I took the 
duchess by the waist and was dragging her 
away. I repeated: ‘You must come, madam.’ 

“I dragged her a few paces; but with a 
brusque movement she released herself, 
repeating: ‘No, no; I will remain.’ 

“As I was suffocating and as the flames 
had already reached us, 1 was compelled to 
abandon her. 

“She stood motionless, then took a few 
steps toward her stall, her eyes uplifted to 
heaven as tnough seeing visions, and that 
was the last I saw of her.’’

(Miss Theresa Griffin, of Columbus, is sec- 

retary of the Macon archdeaconry. This 
organization has a memorial scholarship in 
China kept up in memory of Rt. Rev. John 
Watrous Beckwith, late bishop of Georgia. 
It includes Columbus, Milledgeville, Ma- 
con and Hawkineville, and the society con- 
tributes liberally to all branches of church 
work. 
. It has not had the advantage of a mis- 
sionary worker as has Atlanta, and for 
that reason the secretary says that the 
report is not so encouraging, but still the 
ladies are doing their work well. 

Savannah archdeaconry is represented by 
‘Miss Annie C. Johnson as secretary, and 
the women of the branch of the work al- 
ways come up with their quota. 

An interesting feature of the work is the 
fact that 'Mr. Dr. William Eliott, whose 
mother headed the first movement to sena 
a foreign missionary from the United States 
to heathen lands, has originated a baby 
branch of the society. 

The little one is taught to place a penny 
in its mite box every Sunday by the mother 
who offers a short missionary prayer at the 
same time, until the child is old enough to 
repeat the prayer of its own accord. This 
beautiful custom has found many follow- 
ers in the archdedconry of Savannah. 

At the close of its labors Rev. Mr. Kins- 
sollving, missionary to Brazi:, was invited 
to addreas the delegates ana other ladies 
present. We delivered a stirring appeal for 
help for the missionary work in that far- 
away land. : 
~ Bo deeply touched was his audience by his 
impassioned appeal that $50 was raised on 
the spot and turned over to him to be used 
for missionary purposes. 

The Women’s Auxiliary Society occupies 
a high position in the esteem of the clergy 
and laity of the church because of the vast 
amount of good effected through the éfforts 
of those devoted women, and its meetings 
always form an interesting feature of the 
annual sessien sof the diocesan convention. 

Meeting of the Convention, 

After holy communion at 7 o'clock this 
morning the convention assembled at 9 
o'clock and. proceeded to business.

An Appreciative Resolution. 

C. C. Williams, of 
Augusta, the rules were suspended and the 
following resolution ‘was read and adopted: 

“In view of the approaching absence of 
the bishop from the diocese in order that 
eh may attend the pan-Anglican synod, 
the convention desires to assure the bishop 
that the prayers and best wishes of the 
diocese will follow him on his journey. 
The convention wishes him a sufe and 
happy voyage, and hopes that he may 
return refreshed in every way for his 
arduous labors of his episcopate. The 
convention recommends that in all church- 
es of the diocese prayers be offered for 
the bishop and his family for their preser- 
vation from the perils of the sea and all 
other dangers to which they may be ex- 
posed.”’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted 
and Bishop Nelson thanked the convention 
in the most:appreciative and feeling man- 


ner. 
Report on Missionaries. 

Mr. Trezevant, treasurer of the board of 
missions, read his report, which was quite 
exhaustive, and showed that a great deal 
of work had been done in missions all over 
the state. 

The treasurer reported cash in hand on 
May 1, 1896, $241.82; amount received, §,- 
401.52; amount paid out, $6,211.84; showing a 
deficit of $568.50, which had been made 
good by loans. 

Rev. W. M. Walton, archdeacon of At- 
lanta, read an interesting report. It show- 
ed much work done in that missionary 
field. 

Archdeacon S. B. Carpeniter, of Augusta, 
reported that the missions, although they 
were poor, had comtributed to every branch 
of church work. Waynesboro, alone, had 
contributed $159.51. 

Rev. Joseph W. Turner, missionary to 
Tifton, Fitzgerald, Leighton and other 
points in that section, was invited to ad- 
dress the meeting, and complied in a most 
eloquent manner, 

Mr. Turner went on to describe his work 
among the piny woods. His first visit to 
that section was not at all encouraging, 
but after many trials, he succeeded in 
opening ‘the first consecrated church in the 
town of Fitzgerald. The church now owns 
a double town lot in that place and the 
church has been completed at a cost of 
nearly $600, with a membership of forty 
and the mission is in a most flourishing 
condition. , 

At Leighton, a sawmill on the Brunswick 
and Western railroad, near the town of 
Pearson, Coffee county,-he has been able 
to locate a church by the aid of a single 
family, with a ne chapel and a large 
Sunday schook His @escription of the diffi- 
culties encountered among these people, 
who had most of them never heard of an 
Episcopalian, knowing no churches but 
the Methodist and Baptist denominations, 
Was very interesting, 

Bishop Nelson complimented Rev. Mr. 
Turner very highly on his work as a mis- 
sionary’in that new and untried field and 
in the most emphatic terms spoke of his 
devotion as a ministef 6f the church, giving 
4ll of his time to the work of increasing the 
church in that field, 

Rev. William Woodson Walker, of Amer- 
icus, followed in response to a request 
from ‘the bishop to address the convention 
on the subject of mission finance. His ad- 
dress was much enjoyed and was full of 
good suggestions as to the missing of 
churea funds. 

Rev. J. S. Millbank, of Waycress, next 
spoke eloquently of mission work in his 
section. Pledges were then mide om the 
call of the roll with the following results:

Atlanta, St. Phillips $400, St. Lukes $100, 1n- 
camation $30; Augusta, Atonement $200, 
Good Shepherd $75; Brunswick, St. Marks 
$80; Columbus, Trinity $100; Darien, $200;

By the report of the comittee on claims 
Rev. C. D. Frauckel, of St. Luke’s, Atlanta, 
and Deacon Clarence Sylvester Wood, as- 
sistant rector of Trinity, Columbus, wére 
given seats on the floor and allowed to vote 
in the convention. 

Afternoon and Evening. 

The convention accepted an invitation to 
lunch from ‘the ladies, Mrs. William Lee Ei- 
lis mamaging the entertainment, and at 2:30 
o’clock reconvened, 

Various committees were appointed and 
the convention adjourned until 8 o’clock. 

The evening session was taken up in rou- 
tine business. The constitutional révisions 
and the revised canons will be taken up ac- 
cording to a special order at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow, when some red-hot debating is an- 
ticipated.

Twelve Men Agree That a Majority Shall 
| Make a Yerdict. 


A NEGRO BOY GETS DAMAGES 


His Arm Was Cut Off While He Was 
Stealing a Ride. 


Mercer Commencement and the Alum- 
ni Banquet Will Be Notable 
Events in the Central City. ., 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The case. of 
Dennis Shaw against the Southern railway 
has been taken up and will be argued .be- 
fore the supreme court. 

Some very sensational developments will 
be brought out in the rehearing. 

Dennis Shaw is a small negro boy. He 
was stedling a ride on a Southern train 
during the latter part of 1895 and at Jack- 
son was put off by the conductor. 

It was late in the evening and before a 
start had been made he was discovered try- 
ing to steal a ride a second time and was 
again put off. 

He Lost His Arm. 

At last when he made a third attempt he 
was put off, and in some way, which was 
not clearly defined in the trial, was caught 
by the wheels and his arm was crushed un- 
til amputation became necessary. 

After his recovery his next friend, Mary 
Boyle, brought suit for $10,000 damages 
against the Southern Railway Company 
and the case was filed in the United States 
circuit court. 

Early this week the case came up for a 
hearing and several days were consumed 
in the trial. The witnesses summoned 
testified that the boy had lost his arm 
through the negligence of the train men. 
Some of them swore quite picturesquely 
and the result of the trial was that the jury 
found in favor of the plaintiff. 

Stood Five to Seven. 


Just after entering the jury room, so it 
has been learned, the jury entered into @ 
compact to save delay, that the majority 
should rule in making up the verdict. All 
the members are reported to have acceded 
to this arrangement, regardless of the evil 
consequences that might ensue should some 
members differ from the others. 

As a result of this arrangement the jury 
returned a verdict fixing the amount of 
damages at $1,750. 

There were seven in favor of granting 
damages and five who were opposed to giv- 
ing any damages at all, so it has since de- 
veloped. But the five who dissented were 
bound up by their compact with the other 
members of the jury, and the result was 
that they not only agreed to give damages 
but also to fix the amount of the damages. 

This is the story that is told since the 
trial and the Southern authorities feel that 
they have been dealt with unjustly. 


Mercer Commencement. 


The programme for the alumni banquet

Reduced rates have been obtained over 
all the railway lines in the south and the 
rate will not be more than one and one- 
third the price of the regular fare. 

The Atlanta alumni will come down on @ 
special train and no doubt those living in 
the vicinity of Augusta and possibly other 
cities will make the same arrangement.

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SPANIARDS CAPTURE VESSELS 


THERE WERE FOUR AND OF 
AMERICAN CONSTRUCTION. 


Death of Aguirre, the Insurgent Lead- 
er, Is Confirmed---Other 
Cuban News. 


Havana, May 6.—The Spanish cruiser 
Maria Christina has captured at the 
rrouth of the Mosquito river, four lighters 
of American construction. They had appa- 
rently been used in the landing of a fili- 
bustering expedition. Troops ashore cap- 
tured sixty-three boxes of cartrides belong- 
ing to the filibusters. 

The escort of a railroad train running 
between Tunas and Sancti Spiritus, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, on Monday last dis- 
covered another dynamite bomb on the 
rails with electric wires connected to it. 

Confirmation has been received in offi- 
cial circles of the death of Charles Aguirre, 
the insurgent leader. He was killed in a 
recent engagement with the Spanish troops. 
Important documents found upon him 
show among other things that General 
Maximo Gomez is in bad health. 

The Spanish gun boat Satellite, at Caney, 
near Tunas, saw a suspicious looking 
steamer making signals. The gunboas fired 
fifteen shots at the steamer, which event- 
ually disappeared. Later, the Satellite re- 
turned and reconniotered the coast in the 
vicinity of Guasinas Paso Lanioa and the 
harbor of Palo Alto. While so doing the 
gunboat sighted a detachment of insur- 
gent cavalry evidently awaiting the land- 
ing of a filibustering expedition. Fifteen 
shells were fired at the insurgent force, 
which thereupon disappeared. 

Captain General Weyler, with his adju- 
tani, left Cienfuegos, province of Santa. 
Clara, yesterday by special train and ar- 
rived unexpectedly at San Juan de Las 
Vegas. 

Jose Copero, the insurgent cavalry lead- 
er, who was released on April 30th, the 
case against him having been dismissed, 
visited Consul General Lee today and will 
sail from Cuba on Wednesday next. Copero 
is an American citizen and was captured 
on board a steamer at Batanbano, January 
12, 1896.

Speaker Reed’s Policy of Postponing 
Committee Appointments Indorsed. 


THE DEMOCRATS AND POPULISTS TOGETHER 


Discussion in the House Grows Warm 
and Interesting---Hawaiian 
Annexation. 


Washington, May 6.—The repuBlicans of 
the house today followed up their recent in- 
dorsement of Speaker Reed’s policy of post- 
poning the appointment of committees by 
establishing the policy of bi-weekly meet- 
ings through the adoption of a resolution 
reported by the committee on rules, provid- 
ing that the house ghall meet on Mondays 
and Thursdays until further action. 

On this resolution the democrats and pop- 
ulists were solidly arrayed against the re- 
publicans and it was adopted by a vote of 
101 to 83, after a partisan debate. 

The opposition, led by Mr. Bailey, of Tex- 
as, was based on the ground that the pro- 
eramme would prevent consideration of the 
bankruptcy bill and Mr. Bailey attempted 
to substitute a resolution for taking up the 
Nelson bill on May 24th, Which the speaker 
ruled out of order. 

(Mr. Bailey offered to support the resolu- 
tion if the republicans would promise that, 
the bankruptcy bill might be considered. 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, ques- 
tioned the good faith of the democrats in 
expressing a desire to pass the Nelson bill. 

“IT hope the gentleman from Texas would 
not vote for a thing which came over from 
the senate as a bankruptcy bill,”’ he said. 

“I would vote,’’ replied Mr. Bailey, ‘‘with 
the distinguished senators from Ohio, Mr. 
Hanna and Mr. Foraker, for the bill. 

“I would vote with the distinguished old 
lawyer from Kentucky, who had charge 
of the matter in two congresses, against 
it,”” said Mr. Grosvenor. 

Mr. Clark, democrat, of (Missouri, in an 
amusing speech, inquired why, if the re- 
publicans never shirked action, as Mr. Gros- 
venor had declared, they did not pass a 
money bill as they had promised in the 
campaign, and answered, ‘‘because you 
dare noi.”’ Republicans had prated about 
democratic incompetence because the dem- 
ocratic house and 603 amendments to its 
tariff bili rammed down its throat.

It is provided that the laws for the 
exclusion of the Chinese shall apply to the 
islands and ‘no Chinese there be permitted 
to enter the United States. The appoint- 
ment of a commission of three by the 
president to act with a like commission of 
the Hawaiian government is provided for.

WILLIAM MURRAY FOUND DEAD 
WITH HIS THROAT CUT. 


He Ran a Store in South Carolina and 
His Murderers Robbed the Place 
After Picking His Pockets. 


Savannah, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam Murray, who was for many years 
janitor of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Baptist in this city, was foully murdered 
yesterday at Levy’s Crossing, S. C., just 
across the river, and about seven miles 
from Screven’s ferry. 

Murray was in Savannah last Saturday 
to make some purchases for a small store 
which he had been conducting for the past 
year a few miles across the Savannah 
river in South Carolina. The place 1s 
sparsely settled, most of the inhabitants 
being negroes, and the isolation of the 
store gave the murderers ample oppor- 
tunity to commit the crime, rob the vic- 
tim and make their escape.

ARBITRATION PLAN 


‘Georgian Reiatroduces Resolutions Favor- 


ing Settling of Disputes. 


PRESENTED AT LAST SESSION 


When Introduced the Papers Were Re- 
ferred to a Committee. 


FULL TEXT OF THE RESOLUTIONS GIVEN 


United States Pledges Itself to the 
Maintenance of Peace and 
Friendship. 


Washington, D. C., May 6—(Special.)— 
Senator Bacon today reintroduced this reso- 
lutions declaring that this country favors 
settling matters in dispute by arbitration. 

The resolutions declare strongly for the 
principle of arbitration. 

They were, it will be recalled, introduced 
at the last session but wemt to -commit- 
tee and no action was taken om them. , 

At the time of their introduction senator 
Bacon argued that a declaration in this 
shape would be better than a questionable 
treaty with any one country, and now that 
the Salisbury-Pauncefote-Olney treaty has 
failed of ratification, he feels that the adop- 
tion of these resolutions would set forth 
the real sentiment of the senate, which has 
been so persistently misconstrued and mis- 
represented. The great public sentiment 
that was worked up for the arbitration 
treaty would be satisfied with such a 
declaration as is set forth in these Bavon 
resolutions. 

That was a sentiment simply for arbitra- 
tion, and while the senate was urged to 
ratify the treaty, few of those whose names 
ware signed to the voluminous petitions had 
ever read the text of the treaty. 

The Georgia senator hopes to secure fa- 
vorable action upon his resolutions and 
there is every reason to believe he will. 
They read; 

“Resolved, That the United States of 
America deprecate war and desire the 
maintenance of peace amd tnenasnip with 
aii tne world, and that this desire is not 
Irmited to their relations with any one na- 
tion, but extends to ther relations with all 
mations of tne earth, wnether the same De 
great or small, strong or weak. 

‘2. That to the end that the relations 
of peace and amity now happily existing 
between themn and all nations may be per- 
petually preserved, and that wars may be 
discouraged and as far as practicable 
made impossible, the United States tavur 
the principle and practice of international 
arbitration for the settlement of queetiors 
in difference between them and any other 
nation which they may fall to adjust by 
treaty or diplomatic negotiations. 

‘3. That the United States do hereby 
avow it as their future policy and inten- 
tion whenever there shall arise any ques- 
tion in difference between them and any 
other nation which they may fail to adjust 
by treaty or diplomatic negotiation, that 
they shall and will, go far as they can 
consistently with the national honor, in- 
tegrity of their territory and their foreign 
and domestic policies, submit such ques- 
tion in difference to arbitrament and final 
decision of an international court of arbi- 
tration. Such court of arbitration shall, 
in the future os in the past, be constituted 
by reement between the parties con- 
senting thereto, with special reference and 
adaptation to the particular question in 
difference and to the conditions then ex- 
isting. 

“4. That the United States hereby in- 
vite all civilized nations to make corres- 
ponding and reciprocal declaration, to the 
end that wars between nations may cease, 
and that a universal reign of peace may 
be inaugurated and perpetually main- 
tained.’’ 

The senate at 6:15 p. m. adjourned until 
Monday. 


ENGLISH PRESS GROWS WRATHY 


Papers Become Angry Over Rejection - 


of Arbitration Treaty. 


London, May 6.—The afternoon papers are 
bitter at the rejection of the arbitration 
treaty by the United States senate. 

The St. James Gazette publishes a long 
article headed ‘“‘Free Trade and Brotherly 
Love,’’ in which it says: 

“Great Britain has removed every ham- 
pering tariff and thousands of square miles 
of American territory, scores of her cities 
and millions of her citizens thrive by virtue 
of the English market alone. Yet the sen- 
ate committee has just piled up the most 
vexatious, hbarrassing and impenetrable wall 
of tariffs any nation ever formed against 
another, while the senate itself ‘has decided 
against a permanent machinery for the 
peaceable settlement of the disputes. ; 

‘‘Tihhe much-abtused diplomats were advised 
that the treaty would be accepted, but the 
politicians prefer to listen to the counsels 
of an ex-convict and sowrn enemy of Eng- 
land, who, ‘having taken the oath of alle- 
giance to the queen, spends his vacation in 
Washington advising the senators to hope 
and work patiently for an opportunity to 
twist the British lion’s ‘tail. 

“We rejoice at the mew Canadian prefer- 
ential tariff for many reasons, not the least 
of which is that it restores to us a weapon 
with which to fight our rivals in the future. 
Free imports at any price deprived us of 
that weapon.” 


Will Hurt Wage Earners. 

Speaking of the application before the 
state railroad commission for a reduction 
of 331-3 per cent in freight rates, The Sa- 
vannah News says there is no general, and 
mighty little local, demand for a sweeping 
reduction of one-third in railway freight 
rates in the state. There are thousands 
of merchants and shippers interested in 
the rates. They ship milijgens of dollars’ 
worth of commodities during the course of 
a year, and are always on the lookout to 


take advantage of business-like proposi-— 


tions for the advancement of their pecu- 
niary interests. If there was fairness or 
justice in the demand for taking away 
one-third of the railroads’ incomes from 
freight, it is moraMy certain that the com- 
plaint and application for a reductiva 
would have had numerous backers. Yet 
there was only one firm actively engaged 
in the prosecution of the application. On 
the other hand, there were at the recent 
hearing merchants and trade bodies aligned 
ngainst the proposition. They have weigh- 
ei the matter carefully. They know what 
the outcome would be if the petition should 
be granted by the commission. 

“The railroads cannot be crippled with- 
out crippling other classes of property, as 
well as a great number of those who de- 
pend upon their labor for thetr dally bread.

A RAILROAD MAN HAS A LEG 
CRUSHED OFF. 


Removed to the Grady Hospital Where 
He Was Not Expected To 
; Live. 


Pearl Spinks, a well-known young man in 
the employ of the Georgia railroad, was 
fatally injured last night at 11 o'clock, 

Spinks is the son of H. D. Spinks, an 
engineer on the Seaboard Air-Line. He has 
lived here all his life, and has worked for 
a long time for the Georgia road. 

He was coupling cars in the eastern part 
of the city. At 11 o’clock he was near the 
Piedmont avenue bridge and had just cou- 
pled a car in the middle of the structure. 

He gave the orders to go ahéad. The 
engineer obeyed and Spinks started to step 
down out of the way. In doing so his 
foot caught in one of the numerous cracks 
on the bridge and he found himself held 
fast. The place in the bridge where he was 
caught is about two feet long and about 
four inches wide. 

As the car bore down on him he gave a 
chriek and the engineer immediately stop- 
ped the train, but it was too late. The 
car had passed over his rigfit leg and it 
was nearly severed from the Body. 

He spoke of his family and of his broth- 
er, who, he said, had been Killed on the 
railroad some time ago. When the ambu- 
lance arrived he was taken to the Grady 
hospital, where he was given attention, 
but the physician in charge reported that 
tSere wis little hope for the injured man, 
and his death was expected every mo 
ment. 

Mr. Spinks was sent for last night and he 
was at the bedside of his son all night. 


SOME ARE STILL SHY. 


But All the Roads Will Be Brought 
Into the Fold. 


Chicago. May 6.—Soame of the roads that 
were good and consistent members of the 
Western Passenger Association before that 
organization dissovle@ after the promulga- 
tion of the supreme court decision are show- 
ing a reluctance to become members once 
more. They have no fault fn particular to 
find with the new agreement or with the 
manner in which the affairs of the organi- 
zation are managed by Chairman Caldwell. 
In fact, all of them admit that no passen- 
ger association was ever handled better, 
but they are reluctant to put themselves 
in a position where the courts may get a 
whack at them in case the legal gentlemen 
ef the roads who have pronounced the 
agreement perfectly valid in all respects, 
should thhappen to overlook something or 
other. 

It is not expected that any of the roads 
that@o far have failed to become members 
are withholding themselves from member- 
ship because of any desire to demoralize 
rates. But one or two roads are not quite 
eure that associations are legal after all, 
and some of their competitors do not come 
in because they desire to be in a position to 
meet whatever rates their competitors may 
make. That is at least the reason given 
by some of the roads, and yet the Western 
Passenger Association has nothing to dw 
with the making or maintenance of rates, 
and any road is as free to take individuals 
action in the association as out of fit. Strong 
pressure is being brought to bear upon the 
lines that are still outstanding, and it is 
likely that they will in a short time become 
members of both the freight and passenger 
associations. 


AS TO RIGHT OF WAY. 


Justice Brewer Says That the Roads 
Are Being Imposed On. 

In the case of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad against the city of 
Chicago the United States supreme court 
held that every railroad takes its right of 
way subject to the right of the public to 
extend the public highways and streets 
across such right of way; that railroads, so 
far as they are public ‘highways, are sub- 
ject to the control of the police power of 
the state: that the requirement of the act 
of 1874 was nothing more than a police reg- 
ulation, and that thence the road could not 
claim eon the opening of a new street and 
the condemnation of part of its right of 
way for the use of such street that the ex- 
penses connected with maintaining the new 
crossing should be allowed it as part of its 
compensation. 

Justice ‘Brewer filed a strong dissenting 
opinion, holding that the expense of con- 
structing and mainta’ning the crossing can 
not be ignored, and declaring that it seemed 
to ‘him ‘‘monstrous’”’ to say that the public 
can create the rigiht to cast a large burden 
of expense upon the company and yet be 


for. He also took issue with the opinion on 
other points.

RICHARDS 1S BANKING IN NEW YORK 


Governor Atkinson Will Now Wrestle 
with the Question of Whether 
the Road Shall Be Sold Un- 
der the Act of Last 
Legislature. 


The state of Georgia is again in posses- 
gion of the Northeastern railroad. 

The lessees failed to pay the rent which 
was due last Friday and yesterday Gov- 
ernor Atkinson issued a proclamation se{z- 
ing the road in the name of the state and 
appointing R. K. Reaves to take charge of 
the road and operate it for the state. 

Yesterday was the last of the three days 
‘of grace allowed the lessees by Governor 
Atkinson to pay ‘tthe rent for the last 
quarter, which was due sixty days after 
March ist. 

When the rent fell due April 29th, 
attorneys for the receiver ‘went before the 
governor and on making a proper repre- 
sentation to him he allowed the matter 
to go over until Wednesday at 12 o'clock. 
Wednesday the attorneys again went be- 
fore the governor and showed that they 
would be able to pay the rent by 12 o’clock 
the next day if he would grant them the 
additional time. Destring to obtain the 
rent for the state if possible the governor 
-gtanted them until yesterday in which to 
pay it and when they failed he issued a 
proclamation seizing ‘the road. 

It seems that the bondsmen intended to 
make arrargements for the payment of the 
rent, but were assured by Witham when 
he went to New York that: he would get 
money for the payment. The matter has 
been postponed from ‘time to time since 
‘then and when they found out it would 
be necessary for them to raise the money 
they were unable to do so im the short 
space of time. 

It was announced as almost certain that 
the bondsmen would pay the rent, but for 
gome reason the money could not be raised. 
There was some surprise when the road 
Was received by the state-yesetrday on 
account of the fact that it was almost 
._ eartain that the money would be paid 

to the state. 
| Will the Road Be Sold?

- Proclamation Seizing Road. 


The proclamation issued by Governor 
Atkinson yesterday seizing the Northeast- 
ern is, in full, as follows: 


“Whereas, I, William Y. Atkinson, as 
governor of Georgia, did, on the 28th day 
of May, 18%, lease the Northeastern railroad 
(a railroad rumning from Athens to Lula

Bondsmen Are Liable. 

The state of Georgia will hold the bonds- 
men of the lessees of the road Hable for the 
rent of the same. °’They will be looked to 
for the payment of the past due rent and 
each will probably be called on to pay his 
share. 

The state has no recourse on Richards. 
He is out of the state and by his forfeiture 
of the contract makes his bondsmen Hable 
for the rent which he failed to pay. 

The bondsmen will look to Richards for 
their money and will hold him HUable for 
the full amount and do all in their power 
to collect the sum. 

Mr. Reaves will not take charge of the 
road tmmediately and Receiver Dooly Is 
still in charge of it. An order will proba- 
bly be issued by Judge Hutchins dissolv- 
ing the receivership, and at that time Mr. 
Reaves will take charge of the road in the 
name of the state of Georgla. He will 
operate until the governor sees fit to sell it 
and in case he decides not to do so Reaves 
will continue to operate it for the state. 

Mr. Dooly, the receiver of the Northeast- 
ern, was in the city all day yesterday and 
left for Athens last night. He was seen 
while in Atlanta and talked freely concern- 
ing the affairs of the Northeastern. 

Will Examine Books. 

He has announced his intention of giv- 
ing the whole matter a thorough investi- 
gation and every book will be thoroughly 
examined. He will see just exactly every 
cent of money that was made by the road 
and every cent that was spent. From these 
figures ‘the will ascertain the profits and 
then he will look for some one to hold re- 
sponsible for the money which should be 
to the credit of the company and which is 
not there. 

According to Mr. Dooly there should 
be between $11,000 and $12,000 in the bank 
to the credit of the road when as a matter 
of fact there is hardly a cent in the bank. 
This money has been drawn out from time 
to time and Mr. Dooly and the other bonds- 
men will probably look to Mr. Richards for 
the sum. 

It has been intimated that Richards took 
the money made by the Northeastern and 
used it for his own private business in New 
York. The money, it is said, went to pay 
office rent and other expenses. Whether 
this is true or not the bondsmen dg not 
know, but one thing is certain and that Ifs 
that they will hold Mr. Richards liable for 
the money. 

The exact amount of money due the road 
which is not accounted for is not known 
and Receiver Dooly says will not be known 
until he can have the books thoroughly ex- 
amined. He will begin on this work at 
once and says he will make public the re- 
sult as soon as it is obtained. 

Owes Southern Railway. 

Mr. Dooly is anxious to have the matter 
cleared up and will work hard to find out 
the amount of monéy made by the road and 
the different sums that have been paid for 
running expenses. 

Besides the profits of the road which are 
not in the bank the road, according to Mr. 
Dooly, is between $4,000 and $5,000 short 
with the Southern railway. He just learn- 
ed of this shortage a day or so ago. 

It seems that freight shipped from 
through points and handled by the North- 
eastern after it has passed ever the 
Southern is delivered by the agent of the 
former road and he received the amount 
due on the same. This money is credited to 
the Southern and an accounting is had. 
It seems that there is a large amount of 
this freight money due the Southern road 
and there is no money to pay it. Richards 
will probably be held accountable for this 
money. Where it has gone no one seems to 
know. 

Richards in New York. 


Mr. Richards is. at present in New York 
conducting a banking business, and so far 
has not showed a very strong inclination 
to keep from forfeiting. the lease on the 
road. He seems to have taken very little 
interest in the matter, and Governor At- 
kinson has heard from him relative to the 
road@ only once recently. 

In this letter to the governor Richards 
makes three propositions. The first is that 
the State Savings bank, which filed the bill 
for receiver, owes him $2,200 and he owes 
them $3,000. He expresses himself as will- 
ing to allow these two debts to offset each 
other. 

The second proposition was that if he 


' paid the rent of the road he would be play- 


ing into the hands of the parties who are 
opposed to the receiver, and he was adverse 
to doing anything of this kind. 

The third proposition was that if the gov- 
ernor would seize the road for the state and 
offer it for sale within the next thirty days 
he will guarantee that it will bring the 
minmum price named in the bill providing 
for its sale. 

This is about the only communication 
Governor Atkinson has received from Rich- 
ards relative to the rent of the Northeaet-

MONET ARY COMMISSION AS AS A BLIND LEAD

Dingiey and Hanna Say There Must Be 
an Investigation of What They 
Believe To Be True. 


Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—If Mr. 
Dingley, who is the republican leader on 
the floor of the house, knows whereof he 
#peaks, there will be nothing lke financial 
legislation at this session of congress. 

Mr. Dingley has so declared, and in just 
about those words. . In his speech to the 
house on Monday, the Maine tariff maker 
reaffirmed the republican interpretation of 
the country’s instructions to his party to 
be: First, the passage of a tariff bill which 
shall, as he innocently puts it, raise ade- 
quate revenue for the needs of the gvuvern- 
ment; having done that, to adjourn and go 
home. Whether there shall be financial 
legislation is to be left for the decision of 
the future—if developments after the pas- 
gage of a tariff bill show that such legis- 
lation is necessary. 

In short, the republicans are staking all 
on their tariff bill. ‘They have no inten- 
tion of considering the question of financial 
reform if they ean help it. They are afraid 
of the money question—afraid of it for a 
varicty of reasons. For one thing they 
fear that they cannot command a majority 
even in the house for any distinct financial 
measure, and for another that whatever 
they did agree upon—if anything—would be 
repudiated by the people. For the gold 
standard must necessarily be the basis of 
any financial legislation they enact and 
they know the people will repudiate that 
policy at their earliest opportunity. 


How Mr. Dinley Views It. 

Mr. Dingley is very clear in his outline 
of the republican policy. What he 
says is not particularly new but it is par- 
ticularly interesting at this time. It was 
during the fight over whether the commit- 
tees should be appointed. In contending 
that they should not be, Mr. Dingley said: 

“This session has been called as an extra- 
ordinary session by the president of the 
United States for one particular purpose. 
There would have been no special session 
of congress convened if there had been 
revenue sufficient to run this government 
and if the duties imposed for the purpose 
of obtaining that revenue had been é0 ad- 
justed as to encourage the industries of 
this country. These two: special objects 
have brought this congress together. Gen- 
tlemen on this side, at least, believe that 
it was the duty of the house when it as- 
sembled to proceed to accomplish this end. 
It has proceeded to accomplish it, so far 
as the house is concerned, and is now 
awaiting the action of the senate. 
men upon this side do not »believe that it 
is wise or expedient that general legisla- 
tion should be entered on until this object 
has been secured through the action of the 
senate, except so far as incidental matters 
may arise that may require immediate ac- 


and we believe that the people of this 
country entertain this view. I believe that 
the people. of this country hold that it is 
the duty of this congress to sectire adequate 
revenue through revision of the tariff, 
and in an adjustment of the duties to that 
end to prorferly encourage the stricken 
industries of the nation; and, then, after 
attending to such incidental legislation as 
may come up; to go home. 

“After proper revenue legislation ts se- 
cured to provide adequate revenue to carry 
on the government, then we shall come 
back at the session in December prepared 
to go forward with such currency posisia- 
tion as may be then practicable and wise.’ 

A Commission Is Probable. 

This would seem to mean that there will 
be nothing but the appropriation bills ard @ 
few incidental matters like those that have 
under the unanimous consent procedure 
been brought before the house recently; 
but unless all signs fail, a part of the re- 
publican progratnme is an act creating a 
commission of business men to consider the 
question of currency reform. 

The president recommended such a com- 
mission in his inaugural address and 
neither he nor the republican leaders in 
congress have been allowed to lose sight 
of that fact. 

This suggestion, it will be recalled, comes 
as the result of the recent sound currency 
convention that was held at Indianapolis. 
When congress assembled a large commit- 
tee, appointed at that convention, was here 
for the purpose of impressing upon the 
lawmakers thetwisdom of their recommen- 
dation. After some work the commitice 
departed, but within the last few days Mr. 
H. H. Hanna, of Indianapolis, its chair- 
man, has had frequent. conferences , with 
the president, and it is the general expec- 
tation here that the matter will he brought 
before congress in some way in the near 
future. 


How Mr. Hanna Views It. 

In speakimg of the objects and purposes 
of the gentlemen who are here pressing the 
appointment of the commission, Mr. Hanna 
said to me: 

“As has been explained, this is purely 
a business movement. Representative busi- 
ness men who met out at Indianapolis 
discussed a number of plans by which the 
necessary reforms of the currency could 
be brought about and the fianl result of the 
discussion was the recommendation of the 
appointment of the commission which we 
| now propose. That is, as you krow, a 
commission to be made up of practical 
business men, who shall study the qvestion 
and formulate some plans by which the 
reforms that may be regarded necessary 
can be brought about. This commission 
is to report to congress, and its work is, 
therefore, purely advisory. We believe 
that this can be done by business tren 
better than by politicians. 

“AS we see it," Mr. Hanna continued, 
“there is nothing in this proposition which 
ought to meet the ‘opposition of anybody, 
no matter what his belief in the question 
of standards. The question of gold or 
silver does not enter into it at all. What- 
ever the standard, there are changes which 
ought to be made in our eurrency system 
and our banking 'aws. We all know that 
there is something radically wrong with 
them though we are not all agreed as to

tion. This is our judgment in this matter,

We believe that the most practical way | 


to get at that something is through the 
commission which we suggest, and as I 
have said, it seems to me that there should 


.be no disagreement as to the advisability 
‘of the naming of the commission. While 


it is doubtless true that most of those who 


‘were members of our convention ure advo- 


cates of the retention of the present gold 
standard, we can see no reason why silver 
men should not advocate with us the crea- 
tion of a commission and the enactment of 
legislation on the lines of its probable rec- 
ommendations. We think that all agree 
that something must be done. We be- 
lieve that there are many changes that 
should be made in the banking lav;'s which 
would be equally necessary und equally 
valuable on whatever standard our tinan- 
cial system may. be based; and we think, 
therefore, that we ought to have the prac- 
tically unanimous support of congress for 
our plans.” 

Currency Contraction at Bottom of It. 

While Mr. Hanna and. those with him 
are very cautious about committing them- 
selves to any spécific plans, there is no 
doubt the basis of the recommendation 
which any such commission would make 
is the retirement of the greenbacks and the 
issue of bonds to take their place. They 
do not talk this way.to?’democratic sena- 
tors or representatives whose votes they 
are asking, but when you’ get them off by 
themselves you find this idea cropping 
out in all they say. Their whole argument 
is {In béhalf of the present national banking 
system, to perfect its inequalities and to 
bolster up its shortcomings. 

“The government ghould go out of the 
banking business’ is their motto—which 
being literally translated means thdt the 
power of regulating the currency and mon- 
ery of the country shall be transferred en- 
tirely into the keeping of the national 
banks. 

The gentlemen composing the committee 
appointed at Indianapolis are very clever, 
but not always politic. They have been 
laying special stress since they came to 
Washington on the fact that they do not 
want a commission of politicians, but that 
they prefer the superior wisdom of busi- 
ness men. However wise their position, the 
wisdom of their declarations may be 
doubted. They seem to be unmindful of 
the fact that the gentlemen who are asked 
to create the commission are politictans 
and that their sneers are not calculated to 
make their cause particularly popular with 
these gentlemen. 

The fact is, they are being a great deal 
laughed at by the very people whose assis- 
tance they desire and whom they con- 
sider their friends. Their pretensions of 
superior wisdom cause smiles to light up 
the faces of’ senators and representatives, 
regardless of politics and regardless of 
their probable action on this particular 
measure, 

Similar efforts on this same line in the 
past are facetlously referred to. There once 
came into congress a Baltimore plan, which 
was torn to shreds a few minutes after 
the lawyers and politicians of congress 
commenced showing up the weak places. 
Other efforts of, the ‘‘business men’ to 
look after the country by means of leg- 
islation have ,met similar results—though 
they may have been on the right line at 
that; I am not criticising any of them or 
the object that inspired them. 

The fact remains, ‘however, that these 
gentlemen are not aiding their cause by 
their sneers at the inability of the politi- 
clans to get at the troubles In the  finan- 
cial or currency situation.’ The politicians 
do not like to be sneered at, and then their 
criticisms are calculated to make the peo- 
ple think that their purposes are selfish 
and that their opposition to politicians is, 
to some extent, at least, due to their fear 
that the politicians, being politicians, may 
look to the interests of the people rather 
than to that element of the business com- 
munity. not included in Mr. Bryans famous 
definition of the business man. 

The Republicans Will Use Them. 

Republicans are as inclined to make mer- 
ry over these criticisms of the politician 
as are the democrats; and yet there is a 
strong probability of the republicans using 
these business men. 

These commisison suggestions are tikely 
to be acted upon, not from any desire on 
the part of the republicans to bring about 
changes, but simply because they see in 
the suggestion an opportunity to make 
political capital for their party. Perhaps 
it is true as charged that the republicans 
owe these gentlemen, and those they rep- 
resent, something as the result of the last 
campaign, as Mark Hanna’s little account 
book shows, and in giving them respect- 
ful consideration and humoring their 
whims these debts will, in a measure, at 
least, be paid. 

Whether that is true or not it is certain 
that there is a chance of the republicans 
acting upon this commission suggestion, for 
it is good politics on their part. The re- 
publicans have no idea of bringing about 
financial reforms. They have never intend- 
ed taking serious steps toward bimetallism 
as they promised in their platform, and yet 
they know that thousands of votes were 
given their ticket in the national election 
because of these promises. 

In view of the bold stand they are taking 
in congress for higher tariff and for the 
maintenance of the present gold standard, 
the eyes of those voters who were fooled 
by the international agreement talk are 
being rapidly opened and the republicans 
know it. They need those votes. And re- 
alizing this they are determined to keep 
up the delusion in every way possible. 
The selection of the monetary commission- 
ers was the first step and on the same 
line would be the commission of “business 
men” recommended by the Indianapolis 
convention and its committee. 

Doing What They Promised. 

With Messrs. Wolcott, Paine and Ste- 
venson enjoying Europe at government ex- 
pense the republicans are able to say to 
their followers: : 

“See, we are doing what we promised; 
we are working for international bimetal- 
lism.”’ 

With such a commission as Mr. Hanna, 
Major Hanson and the other members of 
this committee are urging they could still 
keep up the sham of currency reform for a 
long time—they figure on doing it until 
after the next congressional elections. 

That is the politics of it from a republi- 
can standpoint and these republicans ney- 
er lose a chance to turn a trick in their 
own favor. They may laugh at the pre- 
tensions to superior wisdom which these 
business men put up, but they see a chance 
to turn those pretensions to account. The 
primary result as they see it would be to 
enable them to keep on fooling the people 
for some time, The secondary result might 


be to. aid them in. glossing over the single : 


gold standard by temporary expediencies, 
which would make that more tolerable to 
the people on the surface and in that way 
would aid them in theif enforced defense 
of that policy—enforced because they are 
good enough pouticians to know that the 
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Proposition To Erect New Custom 
House Greeted with Favor. 


ALL WEED MORE ROOM 


Departments Have All Been Increased 
In Recent Years, 


PRESENT BUILDING BEHIND TIMES 


Superintendent of Mail Service Ter- 
rell Illustrates the Great Need 
of a New Public Building in 
This City—Every Ef- 
fort To Obtain It. 


The announcement in yesterday's Consti- 
tution that Atlanta is likely to have a 
new custom house created a big surprise of 
a very agreeable kind, among the thou- 
sands of people who take a deep interest in 
the upbuilding of this great southern city. 

Everybody was discussing the new build- 
ing yesterday, and everyone was expressing 
the hope that Mr. Livingston's bill would 
pass congress. 

The greatest interest felt in the new 
building is among the government officiale, 
who are enthusiastic over the prospects for 
the new: building. All of the employees of 
the government were discussing the situa- 
tion yesterday, and all of them seemed to 
think that the prospects are good. 

That the building is needed, and will soon 
be an absolute necessity, mo one can ‘ques- 
tion. When the present structure wae 
erected many years ago, Atlanta- was a 
6mall town, and the postal business was 
comparatively little. The United States 
court and revenue departments were of lit- 
tle importance, and very little business 
was done then, when compared to the im- 
mense amount now done. 

When built, the custom house was just 
about commensurate with the size of the 
business. The building was originally in- 
tended as a pdstoffice and United States 
courthouse alone. Since its construction 
many departments of government work 
have been added, among them being the 
internal revenue, customs and others. 

At first the United States court had all 
of the wpper floors, but when the revenue 
departments were quartered fn the buflding 
Judge Newman and the clerks of the courts 
had to give up a great deal of the building. 
Since then the rooms of the court have 
been constantly infringed upon. The 
weather bureau has been established here 
Since the building was firat occupied, and the 
witness rooms and prisoners’ rooms have 
been-relinquished by Judge Newman to sup- 
ply room for the incoming department. 

Secret Service Man Here. 

One of the latest departments to come 
here was the secret service branch of the 
treasury department, with Captain Forsyth 
at the head. This department had to ge. 
quartered in rooms belonging to the United 
States court. This has gone on so long 
that the courts are now yery much:crowd- 
ed, and notwithstanding the fact that they 
do many times the business they did when 
the house was first built, they have only a 
small part of the room they had then. 

In the postoffice department it fs the 
Same way. Ten years ago comparatively 
little business was done in the Atlanta 
postoffice as compared to what is done 
now. The business has grown daily until 
now Atlanca does one of the best postal 
businesses in the entire south. The money 
order department does a business of thou- 
sands of wollars, when ten years ago. it 
did a hundred. « 

The registered letter department does an 
enormous business now, and is constant- 
ly growing. The mailing department is do- 
ing a vast volume of business now that {fs 
many times as much as was done ten or 
even five years ago. This department ts 
growing more than any other. 

Mr. L. M. Terrell, superintendent of the 
railway mail service, said yesterday that 
it was a matter of but a few years before 
the business here could simply not be done 
in the present building. He thinks by the 
time a new building is completed the pres- 
ent one will be entirely inadequate to the 
demands for space. Mr. Terreii appreciates 
the need very much. When he came here 
in 1876 and began with the railway mail 
service, the department had two lIittile 
rooms at 3% Marietta street, which were 
then large enough for all business. He 
had then about one-third the clerks he 
now has and the business was quite small. 
Only two roads entering Atlanta had dou- 
ble daily mail service. Now every railroad 
in the city hes from two to four mail 
trains, and some of the cars are too small 
to carry the heavy mails from here. New 
and larger cars are necessitated for Atlan- 
ta and they are now being built. Over a 
hundred clerks have been added to Colonél 
Terrell’s department since he first came 
into the plage, and the offices of the. rail- 
way mail service are now enlarged on the 
second floor of the government building. 
Two more rooms are badly needed for this 
department and with the rapidly growing 


business ina few years it will be a physi- | 


cal impossibility to do all the business in 
the present cramped offices. 
Colonel Terrell’s Views. 

Colonel Terrell, in speaking of the pro- 
posed building yesterday, said that one 
thing badly needed here was a dormitory 
for the railway postal clerks. Every other 
city of any size has dormitories and At- 
lanta’is far behind on this.

settlement with the Iowa Life Insurance 
Company, which holds over $110,000 of the 
definct corporation's securities. 
and by this settlement the assets of the 
association will be increased to the extent 
of the amount of the gecurities. This will 
be a great benefit for the stockholders and 
will greatly increase the per cent of what 
they will recover from the wreck. 

Recevers Anderson and O’Byrne, of the 
Southern Mutual, went before Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday and secured from him 
an order allowing the scheme of settlement 
proposed by the parties wnterested after 
many consultations on the matter. 

To secure these valuable assets, the re- 
ceivers will have to pay over to the Iowa 
Life Company $12,000 in cash. It is claimed 
by the latter company that this amount 
was paid out by them when they first pur- 
chased the mortgages, and that, therefore, 
this mpst be refunded before the securities 
are turned over. The deal with the lowa 
Life people is one of the most important 
that has been consummated since the as- 
sociation was first placed in the hands of 
court officers: The securities held by the 
insurance company are the cream of the 

- @itire lot of the Southern Mutual's assets 
and the amount they will bring into the 

offers of the concern will help materially 
toward the payment of creditors and de- 
positors. 

Despite the fact, however, that this enor- 
mous amount of assets have been secured, 
there still appears a shortage of $200,000 in 
thé company’s assets compared with the 
Habilities. That is provided all the asse.s 
good and bad can be collected. This is 
hardly possible, and it is fair to say that 
the deficiency will certainly amount to $300,- 
00 and probably more. Parties in a posi- 

‘tion to know state that the shortage will 
go over $400,000. 

The assets of the association, bad, good 
and indifferent, amount to $600,000 in round 
numbers, while the known liabilities as 
they now appear on the books of the asso- 
cation amount to slightly over $800,000. If 
all the amounts due the association could 
be collected the stockholders will receive 
about 75 per cent of their investment. It 
will be impossible to collect the full 
amount and therefore no one knows just 

how much the stockholders will finally re- 

ceive, 
Association Not Solvent. 

It will be seen from these figures that the 
association is insolvent from beginning 
to end. It has hopelessly gone to the wall 
and will never be placed on its feet again.

For the admirable records made by the 
’varsity boys-this afternoon Coach Mahan 
deeerves the greatest credit. He has been 
here but a short while, but during that’ 
time he has absolutely revolutionized track 
athletics at the university. 

Mr. Mahan. on arriving here from Colum- 
bia college, New York, found a great deal 
of good athletic material on hand, but a 
woeful lack of knowledge as to the correct 
ideas of training. His first work was to 
get the college boys into the right channel 
and then to put them through hard and 
systematic training. 

This work he has accomplished in a most 
satisfactory manner, and the college boys 
are all delighted with him, both as an 
instructor and as a man. 

The good results attained have practically 
settled one point, and that is that every 
spring in the future there will be an ath- 
letic trainer here preceding the annual -field 
day contests. Mr.:Mahan has made such 
a favorable impression upon the college 
boys that he will no doubt retain that po- 
sition as long as he wishes it. 

As to a Gymnasium. 

The splendid records made by the Geor- 
gia boys today are remarkable in one }¢es- 
pect. In all their training they have not 
had the advantage of a gymansium.™~® The 


city, has a fairly good gymnasium, which 
is frequented by a number of the college 
boys, but the University of Georgia is 
wholly deficient in this regard. 

The success attending the efforts of the

The dispatch of our Washington cor- 
respondent, printed elsewhere, throws a 
flood of light on the dilemma in which 

the republicans find themselves with

The only change it pro- 
poses is the abolition of the gold stand- 
ard ,.by means of international bimetal- 
lism.

While the formation of a new cabinet, 
under the leadership of Premier Ralli, 
has temporarily subdued the revolution- 
ary spirit of the Greeks, it has not ma- 
terially improved the situation. 

Indeed, the outlook is most depressing, 
Premier Ralli himself virtually admits it, 
and even the most enthusiastic cham- 
pions of the cross are beginning to real- 
ize that the crescent has already won 
the fight. The supplies of ammunition, 
arms and military stores with which the 
Greeks commenced hostilities a few 
weeks ago are naw completely exhaust- 
ed, and the ministry finds itself in a most 
embarrassing predicament. Without uni- 
forms with which to clothe the volun- 
teer soldiery or weapons to put into 
their hands, the ministry is confronted 
with the problem of protecting the coun- 
try from its invaders; and how this prob- 
lem is to be solved is still uncertain. 
Under the Delyannis government jit is 
claimed that taxes were so oppressive 
that the country was literally impover- 
ished, and, taken in connection with the 
statement that the treasury is now bank- 
rupt, it begins to look as if Greece is, 
indeed, leading a forlorn hope, and that 
victory is on the side of the Ottoman. 
Since the powers have refused to come 
to the aid of Greece in her fight for 
Christianity and civilization, success is 
impossible without some miraculous in- 
tervention; and the plucky little king- 
dom can do nothing but suffer addition- 
al loss and humiliation. That the un- 
fortunate condition in which the country 
finds itself today is due, in a large meas- 
ure, to the meddlesome influence of the 
powers in directing the affairs of the 
kingdom, cannot be denied. Had the 
powers ‘theld aloof from her in the be- 
ginning, as they are now doing, the lit- 
tle kingdom might today be living under 
its own rulers and enjoying the well- 
earned fruits of independence and self- 
reliance. Instead of allowing Greece to 
govern herself, however, the powers have 
forced unwelcome rules upon her; and, 
after reducing her to the condition of a 
mere province, they now stand idly by 
and refuse to espouse her part in the 
fight which she is making against 
the Turk. Not upon Greece, therefore, 
but upon the so-called Christian powers 
of Europe, should rest the responsibility 
of her failure in the present campaign. 
The Greeks have acquitted themselves 
with credit and shown unmistakably 
that the blood of Marathon and Ther- 
mopylae flows in their veins; and what- 
ever of disgrace may attach to the de- 
feat of Christianity’s cause at the hands 
of the Turks must be divided among the 
powers. 
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Federal Pensioners. 

Some clever statistician in the war 
department has calculated that forty- 
eight years must elapse before the bur- 
den of federal pensions now carried by 
the government is entirely removed. 

At the present time according to the 
records of the war department, there are 
1,095,628 federal survivors, or nearly 
twice the number of men enlisted in 
the confederate army thirty-five years 
ago. On the federal pension rolls there 
are now 760,000 survivors; and, instead 
of being reduced under President Mc- 
Kinley’s administration, it is tikely that 
several thousand more will be added 
from the remaining number. That gross 
frauds have been committed in the 
name of justice to the old soldiers can- 
not be denied and equally is it certain 
that before many years have elapsed 
the government will open its eyes to 
the enormity of these frauds. Without 
uttering a word of complaint, the south 
is perfectly willing to bear her part of 
the burden, feeling assured that the 
time is not far distant when the entire 
country will rise up in protest against 
the frauds of the pension system. 

Of :the 1,095,628 survivors now living 
it is estimated by the above mentioned 
statistician that 999,939 will be living in 
1900; 820,687 in 1905; 626,231 in 1910; 
251,727 in 1920; 37,033 in 1980; 340 in 
1940 and none in 1945. So far as the 
above figures are concerned, there is 
very little relief offered to the present 
generation of taxpayers. 

In addition to the number of actual 
survivors on the federal side, there are 
219,000 widows and orphans on the 
pension rolls who receive something 
over one-third of the $140,000,000 an- 
nually appropriated by the government. 
That the government will be much long- 
er than forty-eight years in paying out 
money to these pensioners is evident 
from the fact that on its pension rolls 
there are still seven widows of the 
American revolution. These figures are 
rather discouraging and show that the 
burden of federal pensions is one that 
stretches far into the next century. 
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The Salisbury Treaty. 

The defeat of the arbitration treaty is 
not the result of opposition to the treaty 
in its amended form, but is the outcome 
of general disgust with the efforts of 
Great Britain to dictate the form and 
terms of the treaty. In its original form 
the convention was a trap, pure and sim- 
ple, having been absolutely dictated by 
Salisbury sdlely in the interests of his 
own government, and blindly accepted 
by the Cleveland administration. As 
amended, the treaty had no dangerous 
features, and, on that account, the Geor- 
gia senators were justified in giving it 
their support. | 3 

‘Another factor that went far toward 
defeating the treaty was the unprecedent- 
ed means employed to manufacture pub- 
lic sentiment in behalf of the origimal

arbitration, which has already been rec- 
ognized in our dealings with Great Bri- 
tain, and which is just as effective with- 


out a formal treaty as with one. The 


Constitution warned those who were 
trying to drum up public opinion in be- 
half of the original treaty that their ef- 
forts would do more harm than good, 
and the result verifies the prediction. 

Still another factor in the defeat of 
the amended treaty was the sudden cool- 
ing of the enthusiasm of those who had 
demanded the prompt ratification of the 
convention as it came from the hand of 
Salisbury. If they could not have arbi- 
tration according to the British plan they 
didn’t want it at all. If this country re- 
fused to give dear old England the lion’s 
share of the results of arbitration, meek- 
ly accepting the lamb’s portion, why 
then it made no difference to the Anglo- 
maniacs whether the treaty was adopt- 
ed or defeated. To take out one of 
Salisbury’s commas was to destroy the 
whole face and effect of the document, 
according to the reasoning of those who 
insisted on the treaty as it was origin- 
ally. 

But the prime factor in the defeat of 
the amended treaty was the remarkable 
attitude which Great Britain occupies 
in the east. Appealing for the ratifica- 
tion of an arbitration treaty with the 
United States—a treaty that would in- 
sure peace between the two countries for 
a period of five years—England has been 
employing all her power and influence 
in protecting the unspeakable Turks in 
their slaughter of Christians in Ar- 
menia and Crete. 

A bare statement of the fact is suffi- 
cient to turn the stomach of decency. 
The Turks have not been guilty of a 
crime during the past few years that 
the government of Great Britain is not 
moralhy responsible for. 

As our readers know, the defeat of the 
amended treaty was not a condemna- 
tion of arbitration. All right-minded 
men prefer peace to war; consequent- 
ly all right-minded men would be glad 
to see all international questions set- 
tled on a basis of peace—on a basis of 
equitable arbitration. 

But the spectacle of England defend- 
ing Turkish interests and countenancing 
the slaughter of thousands of innocents 
in order that the Ottoman empire may 
not default in the payment of fnterest 
charges due bondholders, was a little 
too much for the American people, and a 
great deal too much for the senate. 

The defeat of the arbitration treaty is, 
in its essence and nature, a rebuke to 
the English government which, masquer- 
ading as Christian, furthers the mas- 
sacre of Christians for mercenary pur- 
poses. 

The principle of real arbitration still 
has the unanimous sentiment of the 
American people behind it. 


Oom Paul Waves the Olive Branch. 

If recent dispatches from south Af- 
rica can be relied upon, the good-natured 
president of the Dutch republic is bent 
upon showing the British government 
that, instead of entertaining belligerent 
feelings toward Great Britain, his inten- 
tions are really of the most pacific char- 
acter. 

Unless the burgomaster is playing a 
bold game, there can be no doubt as to 
his kindly feelings toward the British 
government, Following almost directly 
upon the action recently taken by the 
Orange Free State, President Kruger, 
in his opening address to the legisla- 
tive assembly on last Monday, suggest- 
ed that the sixtieth anniversary of Queen 
Victoria’s coronation, June 22, 1897, be 
observed as a general holiday through- 
out the Transvaal. In view of all that 
has happened within the last few months, 
beginning with the unfcrtunate raid upon 
the Dutch republic by Dr. Jameson and 
his men in December, 1895, this sugges- 
tion is, indeed, magnanimous. 

Within the last few weeks there has 
been some talk in London of serious 
difficulties with the Dutch republic, and 
feelings of the most bitter character to- 
ward Great Britain have been imputed 
to President Kruger. This commotion, 
however, is due solely to the followers 
of ex-Premier Cecil Rhodes, who enter- 
tain no love for the Dutch burgomaster, 
and whose chief desire is to see the 
Transvaal absorbed into the south Af- 
rican colony. So pronounced, indeed, 
has become the animosity of the Rhodes. 
party toward the Dutch republic that 
some of the more outspoken friends of 
the ex-premier openly favor hostile pro- 
ceedings against the Transvaal. 

In the midst of this popular excitement 
President Kruger speaks out, but, in- 
stead of sounding a note of defiance, he 
extends to Great Britain the olive branch 
of peace. What a rebuke to the covetous 
land-grasping policy of the British gov- 
ernment, and especially to the narrow- 
minded sentimentalism which has made 
a ‘hero out of ex-Premier Cecil Rhodes, 
is the generous and conciliatory attitude 
of the Dutch president. 
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The arbitration treaty was harmless 
enough in its last stages, but some of 
the senators remembering the experi- 
ences of their youth and feeling that a 
snake is never dead as long as its tail 
wiggles, concluded to kill it outright.

Airships as Common Carriers. 
In the state senate of Arkansas the other

“‘Whereas, That inasmuch as it has been 
generally reported through the press of the 
state that an airship has been and is now 
flying through the air of the great state of 
Arkansas, carrying freight and passengers,

After be- 
coming wet the paper is difficult to tear. 
When an endeavor is made to tear it by 
hand it presents almost as much resistance 
as the thin skin used for making gloves.

St. Louis Claims Ralli. 

“Tl am pretty well satisfied that M. Ralli, 
the new premier of Greece, upon whose 
shoulders will fall the heavy work of Gre- 
clan statesmanship and diplomacy from 
now until the war with Turkey is over, was 
at one time a resident of St. Louis,” said 
Captain Ben Yon Phul, in The St. Louis 
Republic. ‘‘About thirty-five or forty 
years ago a Greek firm, known as Ralli & 
Bro., conducted a large coffee exporting 
business in this city. I forget the exact 
location of ‘their house, though in a gen- 
eral way I recollect that it was somewhere 
on Second street, between Washington 
avenue and Market street. They did an 
enormous business, larger, perhaps, by far 
than that done by any coffee house west of 
New York. Soon after the outbreak of 
the civil war they went out of business and 
returned to their native land. They main- 
tained prominent connections in Greece 
while they lived in 8t. Louis, and . made 
large contracts for their government with 
cotton brokers in this country. Possibly 
the new Greek premier is a son of one of 
the Rallis who did business in St. Louis, 
but even in that event he probably lived 
here, for each member of the firm had sev- 
eral children, some of whom § attended 
school in St. Louis. There are men still 
in business here who traded with Ralli & 
Bro., while they were residents of St. Louis. 
One of these ‘that I readily recall ts Mr. 
James N. Norris, now of the Taylor Manu- 
facturing Company, who was in the whole- 
sale grocery business when Ralli & Bro. 
were coffee tmporters here.”’

He had been duly complimented in the 
northern press, having received several col- 
umns in The New York Sun and a long 
review in Puck. 

This is not intended as a review of the 
works of the poet. It would consume too 


much week-day time, and to another mem- | 


ber of the club more thoroughly versed in 
the tender passages of the great lyrist its 
left the task of a formal review. | 

But by his works ye shall know an au- 
thor, and it would require.a calm perusal 
of the five volumes issued by J. Gordon 
Coogler in order to get in touch with the 
delicate fibers of his thoughts and feel 
the real force of his undoubted genius. It 
was Carlyle who said of Burns: “He had 
a soul like an Aeolian harp changing the 
vulgar wind into articulate melody.” Would 
that Carlyle could have known J. Gordon 
Coogler. 

Five volumes entitled, “‘Purely Original 
Verse,”” have been issued by the author, 
who, by the way, is his own publisher, 
turning out his gems fresh from his press 
in Columbia, 8. C. 

In the introduction of his last volume, 
which is just out, the laureate of South 
Carolina says: 

“I have given each poem in this volume 
my profound attention. Have consumed 
much midnight oil in trying to do justice 
to the subjects which lay nearest to my 
heart and inspire me to write. In present- 
ing this volume I shall repeat the words 
contained in the introduction of my last, 
‘My style and my sentiments are my own— 
purely original.’ ” 

Then follows a serles of poems, several of 
which should be given in order to under- 
stand the real value of this attempt to 
foster genius. 

Here is a pathetic gem which has been 
adopted as a motto of one of the charter 
members: 


From early youth to the frost of age 
Man’s days have been a mixture 
Of all that constitutes in life 
A dark and gloomy picture.’’ 


Here is.a little advice, a verse of a moral 
hue: ; 


“On thy fair finger, lovely maiden, 
Let there no jewel ever be : 
If character be put at stake 
For the diamond ring he givest thee.” 


In “Maud, the Mill and the Lily” a few 
of the most passionate thoughts of Mr. 
Coogler find utterance. It has about it the 
soulful symphony of Tennyson’s ““Maud’’ 
as shown by the following verse: 


*‘Maud—for her gentle name was Maud— 
Wore many smiles, and they were sad. 

A thousand virtues she retained, 
Many of which I never had.” 


After a full description of Maud he gives 
the following graphic picture: 


“Maud did not heed the roaring 
Of distant thunder in the wes cee 
Nor did she fear the lightning’s flash 
Glistening on her snowy breast.’’ 


In individualizing Mr. Coogler gives high- 
est respect to woman, but for woman in 
the abstract he sometimes shows pecullar 
antipathy. Concerning ‘““Woman’s Folly” 
he has @ poetical treatise which begins as 
follows:

SAYS HE LOCATED STALNAKER. 


Jack Ellis Explains Capture of the 
Fugitive.

Warrant Sworn Out for A. A. Morris, 
for Cheating and Swindling. 
WAS BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


PERE Ss : 
Draper, Moore & Co. Claim He Bought 
Goods Under False Precenses, 


WILL HAVE TRIAL TODAY IN JUSTICE COURT 


He Sold His Stock Without Paying 
His Creditors, but Paid a Debt 
‘ Due His Mother. |

. A. A. Morris, one of the most prominent 
dry goods merchants of Athens, Ga., was 
placed under arrest yesterday morning in 
the Classic City and brought to Atlanta 
in custody of Bailiff Ray, on a warrant 
charging him with cheating and swindling. 

The firm of Draper, Moore & Co., of this 
city, are the prosecutors. They claim ihey 
sold Morris goods under false representa- 
tions as to his financial condition and that 
they have never received the amount of 
their bill. 

Morris is a well-thought-of citizen of 
Athens, and his arrest will cause some- 
thing of a sensation in that city. He was 
released on bond here yesterday after- 
noon, and his trial comes up before Justice 
of the Peace Bloodworth at noon today. 

It was about four months ago that Mor- 
ris, then a properous merchant on College 
avenue, oraered a bill of goods from Dra- 
per, Moore & Co. He was required to 
make a statement of his financial condition 
in writing, which showed him to be sol- 
vent, and on which the goods were shipped. 

He Owed His Mother. 

It seems, however, from later develop- 
mrents Morris failed to include in his writ- 
ten statement $2,00 which he owed his 
mother. 

About four weeks ago Morris sold his 
stock of goods to his father-in-law for 
$2,000, and immediately turned the money 
over to her to satisfy her claims. ‘This 
transaction happened to come to the eurs 
of Draper, Moore & Co., and as Morris 
had paid them nothing on his bill, they 
determined to prosecute him, 

A member of the firm, therefore, went 
before Judge Bloodworth several days ago 
and ewore out a warrant against Morris 
on the charge of cheating and swindling. 
The paper was placed in the hands of 
Bailiff Ray, who went over to Athens yves- 
terday morning for his prisoner. 

Morris was located without trouble and 
brought to the city by the first train. He 
was taken before Judge Bloodworth, where 
he gave a bond of $600 for his appearance 
at noon today. About the only statement 
he makes abput his predicament js that he 
owed the money he received for his stock 
to his mother, and paid her before any 
one else. 

Draper, Moore & Co, will be represented 
today at the trial by Messrs. slex and 
Victor Smith. The original written state- 
ment, signed by Morris, of his Liabilities 
when the goods were bought, will be intro- 
duced as evidence, Just what defense the 
merchant will attempt is: not known. 

It is alleged he will have rather a hard 
time extricating himself from his unenvia- 
ble predicament. 

Owes Inman-Smith, Too. 

It is said that Morris owes Inman, Smith 
& Co., of this city for a Dill of dry goods 
also, bought under the same alleged false 
ee made to Draper, Moore & 

‘Oo. 

The latter firm has not sworn out any 
warrant against Morris, though, and it is 
not probable they will prosecute him. The 
total indebtedness of (Morris to both firms 
will amount to about $600.

BECOME BONDSMEN 


Judge Lumpkin Hands Down a Highly 
Interesting Decision. 


ENFORCES RULE OF COURT 


Declines To Accept Bonds with Law- 
yers as Sureties. 


HIS ORDER IS A VERY IMPORTANT ONE 


Equitable Loan and Security Company 
Bonds Are Turned Down on Ac- 
count of This Ruling. 


The rule of court regarding the action 
of attorneys in signing bonds was strictly 
enforced yesterday by Judge Lumpkin, the 
bonds filed by the Equitable:Loan and Se- 
curity Company being refused because they 
were signed by two attorneys who are 
members of the Atlanta bar. 

In handing down his decision, Judge 
Lumpkin stated that he had carefully re- 
viewed the situation, and while he did not 
for a moment pass upon ‘the character of 
the gentlemen signing the bond or intend 
in any manner whatever to reflect upon 
them, he could but decline to accept the 
sureties on the bonds which had been re- 
ferred to him by Clerk Tanner. 

It will be remembered that Judge Lump- 
kin granted the Equitable Loan and Se- 
curity Company the choice of having a 
receiver appointed, or giving two bonds, 
aggregating $30,000, by which the plaintiffs 
in any pending case against the conipany 
might protect thein judgments in the event 
any should be secured. The limit given 
for the filing of the bonds was Saturday, 
and unless the bonds were filed and accept- 
ed prior to that time, Judge Lumpkin an- 
nounced that a receiver would he ap- 
pointed to take charge of the assets of the 
company and conduct its business. 

Tuesday morning the company ‘Aled two 
bonds as required. One was in the sum 
of $20,000 and the second was for $10,400. One 
bond was signed by Colonel W. 8. Thom- 
son and the other by Mr. H. B. W. Palmer. 
Both are interested in the company and 
both are attorneys and, consequently, offi- 
cers of the court. 

When the bonds were placed on record, 
Judge Tanner, acting under the instructions 
of the superior court, examined the bonds 
and investigated the sureties. He refused 
to accept the bonds, filing a petition with 
Judge Lumpkin, asking for a legal oy‘inion. 
The judge made his decision, which was 
announced yesterday morning. 

The Equitable Loan and Security Com- 
pany will endeavor to secure other bends 
today. The officers of the company stated 
yesterday that there would be no great 
difficulty in securing the bonds outside of 
those interested in the company and gave 
their reason for furnishing the first bonds 
because they did not desire to ask for out- 
side security. The new bonds will prob- 
ably be filed this afternoon, and it is hard- 
ly probable, they say, that a receiver will 
be appointed by the court. 

Judge Lumpkin’s Order. 

The following order in the case was 
handed down yesterday morning: 

‘The defendant company was by a for- 
mer order allowed to give two bonds with 
good security’ to be approved by the clerk 
of the court and thus prevent the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. In the acceptance or 
rejection of the bonds tendered, three ele- 
ments would naturally be involved: Were 
the bonds prepared in accordance with the 
decree, as to their contents and the time 
of their filing? Are the securities offered 
legal and competent? If so, are they suffi- 
cient and good as securities? 

“It seems that two bonds have been 
tendered. The clerk applies to the court 
for direction on the second point. He 
does not ask as to the first or third, nor 
does he in his petition express his opinion 
that the securities are sufficient. He says 
as to one of them that the principal sure- 
ty is W. S. Thomson, from which it might 
be inferred that he did not at least consider 
the other securities alone sufficient. But 
he seems to prefer to have the question 
of the legal competency of the securities 
determined by the court. Colonel Thomson 
is an attorney of record in this case, and 
H. E. W. Palmer an attorney of this court. 

“The tenth rule of the superior court, 
which appears as rule ll in the -code of 
1882, provides as follows: ‘No attorney or 
other officer of the court shall be taken 
as bail in any criminal case depending on 
or undetermined therein, or as security on 
any appeal or other proceeding. And for 
a violation of this rule the attorney or 
officer of court so offending shall be pun- 
ished as for contempt and the parties shall 
give other bail or security.’ 

“Two contentions are made as to this: 
That the bond in question is not such a 
one as fails within the prohibition of the 
rule, and that if it does,. the rule is not 
valid, as infringing on the common law 
right of every man to be a security if he 
desires. 

‘It will be observed that the prohibition 
is against being taken as security on 
any ‘appeal or other proceeding.’ Here a 
receiver is applied for, and a decree ren- 
dered denying it on certain conditions. 
Bonds are intended, and on their face they 
show thut the sureties become parties 
and may be subject to judgments. Is not 
this a proceeding in the cause? It is sug- 
gested that it is not a proceeding or bond 
which is the beginning or foundation of 
an action; neither is it an appeal bond.

“It is further contended that this rule 
has long been of force; that in 1873 an act 
was passed by the legislature providing 
that ‘no person shall be taken as security 
on any attachment or garnishment bond 
who is an attorney for the plaintiff or a 
non-resident of this state, except the non- 
resident Shall have real estate, etc. Code 
of 1882, paragrap) 4265; that in the case 
of Burton vs. Wyane, %& Ga, #615, it was 
held that if an actorney became a surety 
on @ garnishment bond, and was accepted 
ae uch, it would net render the proceeding 

“Let us see how that affects this case. 
The rule of court is one touching the at- 
torneys and other officers of court, and 
the conduct of business. The act of 1873 
touching garnishment and attachment 
proceedings declared only that no person 
who is plaintiff's attorney or a non-resi- 
dent should be taken as security, etc. Do 
‘they conflict or even cover the same 
ground? I think not. Attachments are not 
necessarily taken out in the superior court. 
Indeed, in their beginning the bond is more 
often given and the writ issued elsewhere. 
In fact, the practice became very pre- 
valent of instituting such proceedings be- 
fore a mere commercial notary, who is not 
a court or judicial officer at all, until stop- 
ped by legislation. Act 1893. 

“Thus the rule of the superior court 
did not reach the evil of a plaintiff’s at- 
torney going before a notary, say, and 
signing a bond for attachment or gar- 
nishment. Hence, the act was to meet a 
special evil, but in no way touching the 
regulation contained in the rule of court. 
The case was decided solely on the act, 
and that seems to have been the only 
point made on the bond. The rule was 
not discussed. 

“But aside from all this, that’ decision 
says that the act was directory and non- 
obedience to it would not render the pro- 
ceedings void. Here the question is raised 
in limine. The bonds have not been ac- 
cepted or approved. If by a similar con- 
sideration it be said that the rule is di- 
rectory, surely an officer is not -knowingly 
and willfully to disobey the rule, even 
so 7 pa if he did so his act would not be 
void. 

“It is to be observed, moreover, that the 
rule of court declares that the party shall 
be required to give other bail or security,’ 
while nothing of the kind occurs in the 
act referred to. That the party shall be 
required, etc., is mandatory—not 
tory—or certainly it is emphatic in its di- 
rection. 

“It is further contended that this rule, 
if applicable, denies a common law right 
and is inoperative, and the case in 19 Ga. 
220, 227 is cited. 

‘The power to establish rules and their 
force as law fs determined by the _ code. 

‘The rule is dealing with the attorneys 
as officers of the court, which they are. 
It says, ‘No attorney or other officer,’ 
and regulates the giving of bonds. Is there 
any common law right on the part of an 
attorney to become a security in court 
proceedings? If so, how is it established? 

“It is said that this is a common law 
rule. But common law and equity are 
merged in Georgia. and even before the 
complete merger rules applicable in spirit 
to both branches of the court were held 
to be of force !n both—ié Ga. 229 

“Aside from’ this rule, the general rule 
is that an attorney cannot become bail or 
security in a court where he is an attor- 
ney—l Am. and Eng. Encye. Law, bottom 
of page 95 and notes. It is stated in a 
note that this does not annvly in equity. 
but only cases in New York are cited 
in support of the position. In one of tho 
cases in that state. 5th page Ch. 5-58, it 
is sald that there fs neither rule nor stat- 
ute against ft there. 

“Ts there not sound public policy back 
of the rule? It would seem so. 

“Tf an attorney ts accépted. he may be 
estopned from defending on that ground, 
but that does not affect the question here 
presented. | 

“T need not go into a discussion of other 
matters suggested hy counsel! as to the re- 
lation of these gentlemen to the court, etc. 
Tf T held the security legal on the ground 
discussed above, it would etfill be the dutv 
of the clerk to see that it was sufficient 
and good. Tt may be suficient to say that 
the general idea of taking security is to 
have new and additional guarantee. 

“T hold that Messrs Thomason and Palmer 
should not be accepted ag security on the 
bonds. It is ordered accordingly.”

A judgment rendered at 
the suit of a distributee of an estate 
against the administrator of such estate 
is conclusive upon him, and in ae suit 
against the sureties upon his official bond, 


is prima facie evidence of assets in the 


hands of the administrator, sufficient to 
discharge the judgment. 

2. In such a suit, it is competent for the 
sureties to plead in their defense, and 
prove, any fact which would serve to nega- 
tive the liability of their principal, such 
as payment, set-off, and the like, and as 
well any act which would serve directly to 
discharge them from liability.

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and Holsteins readily become acclimated, 
and give most satisfactory results, the fin- 
est of butter, cheese and meats having 
been already produced in those experimen- 
tal cases. 

The soil and climate seem to be especially 
adapted to the production of fruits and 
vegetables, peaches, grapes, berries and 
other fruits. Peach growing is one of the 
greatest of the undeveloped resources of the 
country and the transportation facilities al- 
ready comnecting Americus with New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimere steam- 
Shpi lines from Savannah and Brunswick 
insure the prompt delivery of fresh fruit 
into the northern markets direct inside of 
three days. Besides this, there exist first- 
class facilities for reaching the great popu- 
lation cemters of the west. Grapes, partic- 
ularly scuppernongs, can be grown to the 
best advantage, every condition of soil and 
climate being proven by test of actual expe- 
rience to be equal in all respects to France 
and Italy, to which southwest Georgia is 
more nearly alike in these respects than 
any other part of the United States. Here, 
ws in other parts of southern Georgia, the 
watermelon flourishes, with the advantage 
of quick transit to market, growing out of 
the competition for business petween rival 
railroads. The Bartlett and the Keiffer are 
well-known varieties of pears which have 
passed the experimental stage and grow 
well. Besides these standard fruits, highly 
satisfactory results thave been achieved 
from planting plums of the wild goose, 
Japan and Kelsey varieties. Pomegran- 
atos, pecans, English walnuts, apples and 
figs grow even without culture and can be 
dried for market of a quality equal to the

The lands.of this county.may be taken as 
a fair sample of those surrounding it, and 
one susceptible of almost unHmited im- 
provement. As much as 40 to 73 bushels of 
cort per acre has been raised in the up- 
lands; 3,600 pounds of ungimned cotton, 40 
to 50 bushels of wheat, 200 to 300 bushels 
of sweet potatoes, and 400 to 700 gallons of 
cane sirup. These were, of course, special 
teets, not to be attained in the average, but 
illustrating what may be done, and having 
plenty margin for even an indifferent farm- 
er to make a living. 

But over and above and beyond every 
other interest was that of cotton, which 
yielded a lavish return to the planter, whose 
prodigal living made of Americus one of the 
most attractive spots of the state, and built 
up a trade of immense proportions. With 
the exception of Albany, Dawson and Cuth- 
bert, Americus comtrolled the business of 
southwest Georgia, which is best evidenced 
by the fact that at one time the old Sum- 
ter Republican, published there by the vet- 
eran editor, Charles W. Hancock, held the 
official advertising of fourteen counties. In 
the direction of the cities named there was 
some rivalry, but all the way down the 
wiregrass, unpeirced by railroads and re- 
lying upon oxcart or single mule, the way 
was clear, and the people rolled their 
wealth into this city. From Marion county 
as well as from Dooly, even from Houston, 
the wagoners and horsemen would crowd 
into the streets of Americus, and the mer- 
chants of that day began to look upon their 
trade as metropolitan. 

Hitherto no mention has been made of the 
railroads. The Southwestern pierced this 
county, putting it in connection with Macon 
and thence with the balance of the world. 
It added its deveiopifig influence to a sec- 
tion already rich and powerful, and the 
affection and pride with which the people 
spoke of “our road” showed that there was 
sympathy between the individual and the 
corporation. It may be that these prodigal 
folk did not study the rate sheet then with 
the same interest which they attached to it 
later on, and that the movelty of the situa- 
tion clouded the exactions of the managers, 
if any existed. But, however that was, 
there was a change when the old South- 
western fell into the hands of strangers. 
The Central railroad, under the master 
hand of William M. Wadley, began the 
work of lease and ¢onsolidation. He knock- 
ed out the name of the (Macon and Westérn, 
‘vhich connected Macon and Atlanta, and 
added that road to his main stem. He 
reached out for the Southwestern and 
changing its local character, converted it 
into a feeder for his main line. There were 
no favorable points left—no, not even 
Americus, which awoke to the fact that 
it was regarded as being merely an insig- 
rifeant by-station—a place where the one 
train a day might stop for wood and wWzter, 
and if there was an odd car along, a load 
of catton might be added. 

This brought on the war—the little war— 
alluded to in the beginning of this article, 
which has uaturally been diverted to telling 
what red where Americus is—a war which 
became momentous in its consequences and 
results.

Bafliff M. F. Barnes is in a dilemma.

Judge Hulsey signed the 
order yesterday afternoon and the case 
is set for this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. 

The bailiff says Dickey has escaped. 
Dickey was turned over to the bailiff 
Wednesday afternoon and the instructions 
to the bailiff were that Dickey should be 
closely guarded and carried into court 
when the case was reached. Yesterday 
afternoon the habeas corpus proceedings 
were ready for an investigation. ai We 
Ford, the Macon bailiff, was in court. So 
was the aégtorney representing him and 
Bailiff Barnes, but Dickey was not pres- 
ent. 

The habeas corpus proceedings is one 
that is based upon a queer and unique sit- 
uation. Ford reached the city Tuesday 
morning, coming from Macon with a war- 
rant for the arrest of R. H. Dickey upon 
the charge of cheating and swindling. 
Mont Morinzo, the manager of the celes- 
tial troup of dancing girls, was the pros- 
ecutor. in the case. 

Dickey was easily arrested by Ford, but 
in a few moments the wife of Dickey was 
informed of the arrest and she followed 
the officer and her husband. She now 
claims that the officer pushed her off the 
sidewalk, and a warrant charging him 
with assault and battery was sworn out. 
Another warrant, charging the bailiff with 
kidnaping, was issued. The warrants were 
placed in the hands of two bailiffs, who 
had instructions to arrest Ford wherever 
he could be found, The officer with the 
warrant charging him with assault and 
battery was the first todtocate Ford. When 
Ford was tried Wednesday the warrant 
was promptly dismissed and the second 
warrant, charging him with kidnaping, 
was never served. 

In order to defeat the bailiff from Ma- 
con Dickey was ordered arrested by his 
attorney, and he was given into the cus- 
tody of Bailiff Ray.

Judge Candler Will Pass on Motion for 
New Trial Tomorrow. 


WILL PROBABLY DENY MOTION 


Bill of Exceptions Will Be Filed and 
the Case Will Go to Supreme 
Court. 


Tcmorrow morning Judge Candler will 
begin the hearing of the motion of the at- 
torreys of Stephen Perry for a new trial 
for the condemned murderer. 

Very little interest attaches to the hear- 
ing, as it is regarded as a mere matter of 
form. It is expected that Judge Candler 
will promptly deny the motion for a new 
trial and there seems littie reason now to 
doubt that this expectation will be real- 
ized. 

As: soon as the motion for a mewt rial is 
overruled Perry’s attorneys will file a bill 
of exceptions to Judge Candler’s ruiings, 
which will be immediately signed by the 
judge. The case will then go immediately 
to the supreme court and the application 
for a new trial argued there. 

It is a question of much imterest as to 
whether the supreme court will grant the 
new trial. The application will be based on 
the grounds that Judge Candler erred in 
charging the jury that the cage ef Perry 
was one of murder Instead of manslaugh- 
ter. 

Another question of much iuterest Is the 
probable decision on the other principal 
grounds for the motion. Judge Candier 
charged the jury that if the alleged assauit 
on Mrs. Perry was really made it had no 
bearing on, and was no excuse for, the 
killing three days after the time alleged for 
the assault claimed. The counsel for the 
defense clatm that Judge Candler erred fn 
s0 charging. They sey that whiie the charge 
would have fitted a case of insult or Im- 
proper proposals, it did not fit a case where 
a criminal assault was charged. 

This will be the principal question to be 
decided by the supreme court. Did the fact 
that the motive for the crime was an al- 
leged assault of a man’s wife make a 
different case legally from one where a man 
killed another for alleged insults te his 
wife? This question will be considered by 
the supreme court for the first time when 
it takes up the present case. The lawyers 
and judges all over the state are anxious 
for the decision of the higher court, as it 
will set a valuable precedent. 

Perry, the man who is condemned to die 
two weeks from today, is said to have given 
up all the buoyant hope that has upheld 
him through the whole trouble. He never 
expected amything other than an immediate 
release as soon as the jury heard his state- 
ment and the verdict must have been a ter- 
rible shock to the prisoner. ae

Prime on the Crop. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, Ill, May 1, 1897.—May comes to 
us with no birds singing on every bush, 
or very few robins nesting, or spring flow- 
ers in bloow. Today it is cold, wet and 
disagreeable and*the heart of the agricul- 
turist cannot beat high in his breast. 

Yet through wind and storm. mud and 
storms, he has dragged his weary length 
along and the month of April witnesses 
some progress made with spring seceding 
and, whether he will or no, circumstances 
force him to go on seeding and planting 
and leaving the results for the future, be 
they either good or bad. 

li is one ot the most singular things 
in the composition of a farmer that he 
never puts a crop in the ground in the 
spring of the year but that he does not 
e74)ect ‘to get twice as much in the fall as 
it was at the time he seeded. This is the 
one great incentive which inspires him with 
hope to look for remunerative results at 
harvest. 

Laying aside the question of price today 
for corn. vats and wheat. I look to see, 
based on the laws of supply and demand, 
better prices for wheat on the next crop, 
and also corn and oats. 

It makes very little difference how much 
wheat we grow this year, both the spring 
wheat and the winter wheat crops are 
coming on the market with the reserves 
of both thoroughly cleaned up and every 
winter wheat miller in the country will 
be anxious to get the crop just as soon 
as possible, and it will go directly from 
the machine into consumption. I look for 
just the same result in the spring wheat 
belt. 

By the time another crop is made and 
fit to handle and consume is a great ways 
off. Seven months before corn will be fit 
to gather, and think what a vast amount 
of the present surplus will be out of sight. 
As to oats, I do not belleve there are as 
many oats in the country as the trade 
gives credit for. Oats have been shipped 
when you take the fact into consideration 
hte amount grown with the amount of corn 
produced proportionately larger. 

A very large proportion of the oat crop 
of 1896 was unmerchantable, and large 
round lots for meal today are a very diffi- 
cult thing to lay your hands on. 

I have noc said much as yet about the 
growing crop season of 1897. The same 
features with which it opened on the Ist 
of March are still with us, particularly 
the want ot sunshine and low tempefra- 
ture. Men today are wearing their ulsters 
and women their sealskins. Yet. I remem- 
ber many such seasons as atethe present 
when I used to live in New York city. A 
year ago today spree Seyer 3 was favorable, 
the weather was warm, the oats were all 
up, and we were planting corn, 1896 
was an exceptional one for the. growth 
of everything. It was as perfect over 
la areas of country as it was possibie 
to make it. 

The oat ci: > is now all practically seed- 
ed, but it has made very little wth as 
yet, but one week of warm weather would 
make a wonderful change. The winter 
wheat is ail the way from six to e'ght 
inches in height north of the Ohio river. 
In the more sovthern latitudes the early 
varieties are beginning to joint. All the 
improvement in the c is with the living 
portion of it. What is feat will never rise 
again. The. ing wheat areas have 
been generally at work this week. With 
the season fairly upon us and with no 
more storms, Put with conditions which are 
naturally due to ut at this period of the 
year, average creps are before us. A¥y the 
same time there is nothing to gush about. 
The gen ih does not need them. All we 
want od to get rid of the surpluses,

the Best Prices of the Day—Van- 
derbilts the Strong Feature. 


New York, May 6.—Opening review: The 
Stock market opened irregular but mainly 
lower, changes being trivial and the trans- 
actions small. The industrials gencrally 
showed an improvement. Chicago Gas 
rose 5 per cent on reported withdrawal of 
the opposition to legislation permitting ccn- 
| solidation. Share values hardened a frac- 
tion after the opening, but the gains were 
| retained for but a brief period, as renewed 
liquidation in the Gould group encourayed 
short sales of other stocks. Missouri }'a- 
cific receded 21% per cent to 10, and Western 
Union, Wabash preferred and Manhattan, 
important fractions. Tobacco guve way a 
point with the selling accompanied by 
rumors of dissention in the board of Jirec- 
tors. The international shares were reia- 
tively firmer than the balance of the list, 
despite predictions that free offerings tor 
foreign account were likely owing to the 
defeat of the arbitration treaty. Sugar 
was fairly well neld on the unnounvement 
of advances in various grades of the re- 
tined product. Toward the close of the 
hour the market steadied all through, and 
there was an miprovement, reaciing a 
point in the case of Missouri Pacific. ‘The 
grangers soon developed heaviness after 
ll o'clock, and Omaha gagged 144 under 
heavy sales, which caught some stop or- 
ders. A slight recovery followed. The 
general list eased off in sympathy, but the 
declines were trivial. The Gould shares 
fluctuated feverishly on diminished deal- 
ings. London houses have sold small 
amounts of international stocks, but with- 
out appreciable effect on the price. Some 
of the high-grade investment ‘stocks show- 
ed marked changes either way, Chicago 
and Alton selling 163 and subsequently of- 
fered’ at 162, against 166 last night. New 
Haven attained a price of 170. gNear noon 
the market stiffened quite notably under 
the leadership of the Vanderbilts, Northern 
Pacific and the coalers, and the highest 
prices since the opening were reached in 
many instances, 

Closing review: There was considerable 
Strength apparent in today’s market, but 
it was due rather to the combined efrect of 
special! influences on individual stocks than 
to any developments in affairs affecting 
values generally in the market. ‘The nar- 
rowness of the market and its professional 
character left it very susceptible to such 
influences, and the fact that the short in- 
terest has been largely reduced was shown 
by the small dimensions of the manipula- 
tive movements to offset the advance. It 
will be remembered that prices were sold 
off to some extent yesterday on the suppo- 
sition that British nolders of American se- 
curities would reflect the public resentment 
heretofore manifested over the rejection by 
the senate arbitration treaty, by offering 
them for sale. As nothing of the kind oc- 
curred, the international stocks on the 
contrary showing rather exceptional 
strength, it was natural that there should 
be some recovery of yesterday’s losses. 
Another favoring influence was that today 
was the time set by the exchange houses 
for definitely deciding whether’ they 
should make further gold shipments on 
Saturday. The fact that no further ship- 
ments of gold are projected was accepted 
as an encouraging feature of the general 
Situation. It was noised about the buard 
room floor during the day that one of the 
largest railroad interests had given an or- 
der for an enlargement of its holdings, 
and the room traders accepted this as a 
suggestion to buy. Many stcok movements 
were largely due to special influences, but 
their influence on the general list wus only 
Sympathetic. The strength of Chicago Gas 
was such an influence, the dealings in that 
stock being larger than any other on the 
list. It, together with Western Union, 
Sugar, Burlington and St. Paul, absurbed 
about half the total sales of the day. The 
pressure on the Gould shares continued, 
and the long continued weakness wf these, 
coupled with the absence of inside -upport, 
caused the circulation of rumors of liquida- 
tion of heavy interests. Later, the prices 
of the group showed complete recovery 
on reassuring statements from authorita- 
tive sources. ‘There *was more or liess re- 
striction manifested in the movement of 
Sugar, which was attributed to a _ puolrtic 
purpose to prevent very manifest response 
in the price to the announcement of the 
tariff bill. Omaha declined because no 
further dividend is probable this year. Chi- 
cago and Alton made a marked cecline 
on the reduction of the quarterly dividend 
on both common and preferred stock to 1% 
per cent. Tennessee Coal and Iron eén- 
joyed an advantage on the announced g¢t- 
tlement of its controversy with its la- 
borers. 

The total sales of stocks amounted to 
151,46 shares, including American Tobacco 
5,000, Sugar 14,400, Burlington and Qyincy 
13,700, Chicago Gas 26,300, Louisville and 
Nashville 6,800, Missouri Pacific 8,600, 
Omaha 7,900, St. Paul 8,000 and Western 
Union 19,800.

Corn closed unchanged and oats 4c 
higher. Previsions made a sma!) advance. 

In wheat considerable hesitation was 
shown at the opening. due to the splendid 
weather and rather heavy receipts in the 
northwest, which reported practical comple- 
tion of seeding in that section. But the 
weakness died out at once. First transac- 
tions in July were at from 69%c, yester- 
day’s closing quotations, down to 69%c. It 
sold very sparingly at 69%c and then took 
an upward course, which is pursued with 
small reactions until at 12 o’clock 71%c Was 
being bid. The Liverpool market opened 
%@1da higher and in the course of its later 
fluctuations got to 14d above the previous 
day’s figures. That helped increasing the 
bullishness which the advance to 71%c rep- 
resents. St. Louis had a grist of chinchbug 
stories from Missouri and Kansas and the 
San Francisco markets were very strong, 
notwithstamding rain had fallen in the 
northern part of the state. Estimates of 
the crop in that state put it 10,000,000 bush- 
els short of the previous year’s yield. Both 
this and the St. Louis bug stories had their 
effect. Seaboard engagements, which re- 
ported at ten boat loads to begin with, had 
increased by nvom to twenty-five loads. 
Chicago receipts amounted to 22 cars, and 
Minneapol’s and Duluth got 36s cars, against 
390 a week ago and 268 the corresponding 
day of the year before. The Atlamtic port 
clearances of wheat and flour were equal to 
170,000 bushels. Liverpool closed at from 
1@14¢a higher. The advance was finally 
brought to a standstill by the lack of spot 
demand here and by selling against calls.

were all personally and intimately connect- 
ed with Georgia, and contributed to shape 
its charactér and its institutions... 
Georgia was the first state south of Vir- 
ginia to make public provision-for educa- 
tion, The first Sunday school was estab- 
lished fifty years before Raiker started his 
grand movement in England, and eighty 
years before any other in America, and the 
first orphan asylum im this country was the 
one at Bethesda, the benevolent thought of 
Lady Huntington. How proud we should 
be of our noble state, youngest and weak- 
est of the thirteen; representing neither the 
Puritan nor the Cavalier, but the birth- 
place of 80 many grand-institutions she 
ever forges her way—upward and onward 
until she stands today in the very front 
rank. But, her crowning glory remains to 
be told, for to Georgia belongs the honor 
of having devised the first college for wo- 
men. To the Hon. Duncan G. Campbell, of 
Washington, Wilkes county, who died in 
1828, are we indebted for this celebrated in- 
stitution. It was while attending a com- 
mencement at the state university that he 
was struck with the injustice of giving to 
our boys all. He at once prepared the fol- 
lowing bill, which passed the house by a 
large majority, but failed in the senate. 
This was in 1825: 

‘A bil to be entitled an act to establish 
a public seat of learning in the state for 
the education of females. 

“ “It is the distirguished happiness of the 
present generation to Hve jin an age of 
improvement, and enjoy the means of ame- 
liorating the condition of all classes of so- 
ciety. In a review of the progress of lit- 
erature throughout the country in which 
we live, we are furnished with the fact 
that in no part of this. vast confederation 
has the education of females been the ob- 
ject of public munificence. To this class 
of society is entrusted ‘the early instruction 
of both gexes, and our feelings and our 
principles are of maternal origin. How 
necessary, then, that a department so high 
and charged with duties so delicate and 
important should early be placed ynder the 
regenerating hand of science and religion. 
These are the strongest safeguards, under 
providence, of political security and of in- 
dividual excellence. To direct them in their 
appropriate destinies is the grateful duty 
of those who wish well to the national pros- 
perity. For the acquirement of solid and 
useful female education our sister states 
will afford but incompetent reliance. And 
if we were but satisfied of their sufficiency, 
the resort would be-too humiliating for 
the generous anmition of Georgia and her 
means of indulging it. For the purpose, 
therefore, of rescuing from comparative 
obscurity the fairest portion of our com- 
munfty, and of enabling them to contribute 
to the valuable store of literature, philos- 
ophy and religion, 

** ‘Be it, therefore, enacted by the senate 
and house of representatives of the state 
of Georgia, in general assembly met, and 
it is hereby emadted by the authority of 
the same, that the general superintendence 
and regulation of female education through- 
out this state, and particularly of the pub- 
lic seat of learning hereby established for 
that purpose, shall be committed and en- 
trusted to one board. of ‘trustees to be 
denominated ‘‘the board of trustees of the 
female semina of Georgia.” Said .board 
shall consist of fifteen males and fifteen 
females, and that the seminary may be 
carried into effect as speedily as possible, 
the fSllowmg persons are hereby appoint-

‘In 1834 Damiel Chandler, Esq., delivered 
his memorable address upon female edu- 
cation, which was joan ah by request of 
the trustees of the University of Georgia in 
pamphiet form and created a widespread 
interest in ‘the subject ithroughout the 
state, Nothing was ever done by our law- 
makers, however, and {tt was in 1836 that 
the citizens of Macon tnvited the Georgia 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, to take charge of a female 
seminary in that city, and turned over to 
them a large property. Such, in brief, was 
the beginning. Who can tell us the end of 
the far-reaching influence of this grand 
old college, which has turned out thou- 
sands of the finest women in the south? 
“Of course we loved ali our teachers, but 
some more than others, as Bishop Fitzger- 
ald would say. I trust I wil! be pardoned 
if I place one flower to the memory of that 
noble prince of teachers, Dr. John M. 
Bonnell. He was the inspiration of every 
good thing I ever hoped or attempted to do. 
And that is the testimony of many. The 
rare scholar, the sympaithetic friend, the 


steadfast counsellor, he walked ever with 


his ‘thhead in the clouds, and seemed to 
create and take with him an atmosphere of 
singular elevation. Indeed, it must have 
been he, and not another, who wrote ‘on 
every height 'there lies repose.’ The number 
of extraordinarily brillfant and noble wo- 
men who were turned out under his tu- 
telage—was it an accident? : 
"What is education, anyhow, except to 
fit.us for the responsibilities, the pleasures, 
aye, and the tragedies of life? Happy she 
who can ‘transfer most of these obligations 
to stronger shoulders. Still, even then, 
there are requirements that must be met. 
I don’t believe in vivisection for women, 
and I regard a woman’s time as wasted 
who spends months, studying the develop- 
ment of a chicken’s ear. Rather let. her 


. learn How to cook a chicken’s liver. Nor 


do I approve of calculus-differential, infin- 
itesimal or integral, nor’ can I conceive 
that a woman’s power to make life bright- 
er and better for herself. or others is ever 
increased by a knowledge of any kind of 
calculus or any. kind of. vivisection. But I 
am a thing of the past,-and not up to date 
in any sense of the word, and since these 
things must be, I am sure we all rejoice 
that here right at our own door we have 
an institution that keeps fully abreast of 
the times and can give to our young wo- 
men the same advanced course -'‘they: could 
find elsewhere.:At the same time, let us

WAS IN THE FOUNDRY BUILDING 


It Might Have Been a Dangerous Fire, 
“= but Quick Work Saved the 
Entire Place.

he foundry of ‘the Atlanta Machine 
Works was.on fire last night and for a 
time it looked as if the entiré works would 
fall victim to the fdames. 

The alarm came in about 8:30 o’clock and 
the department answered promptly to the 
call. As s0on as Chief Joyner arrived on 
the scene he saw where the fire was and 
realized that it was in a dangerous place.’ 

He sent in a call for the nearest engine 
and rang for more pressure. This brought 
out the police reserve and they were soon 
thundering along to the fire. By the time 
that Chief Joyner arrived the flames. had 
already eaten their way to the roof of the 
foundry and were rapidly crawling toward 
the main building of the works. 

The firemen were up On the roof in a few 
moments with a line of hose and while the 
hook and ladder men tore up the tar roof- 
ing water was turned on the blaze. 

It was quick work but the firemen rea!- 
ized that nothing but quick work -would 
stop the flames and they did not wait a 
minute when an order Was given. 

In this way the flames were soon under 
control and. what might have been a bad 


| fire was averted. As.it was the roof of the 


foundry and the cupola were damaged 
somewhat. The fire evidently started in the 
engine room of the foundry, probably hbe- 
ing caused by some live coals, and then 
made its way to the roof of the foundry 
building. . 

While the fire was im progress a large 
erowd of people gathered and the police 
had thhard work keeping them out of the 
yard of the works. The recent fires caused 
some to believe that the fire was the work 
of an incendiary but the facts in the case 
do not bear out this theory. 

The blaze was in a dangerous place, how- 
ever, for the roof had a tar covering and 
the timber was as dry as tinder, and the 
people for blocks around came to see the 
work of the firemen.

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HER HANDS MAGNETS 


Miss’ Hester Gives a Remarkable Pertor- 
mance Before the Governor. 


THE POWER IN HER PALMS 


Wonderful Qualities Suddenly Discov- 
ered in the Hands of a Greene 
County Girl. 


A strange exhibition of wonderful power 
was given yesterday in Governor AtKinson’s 
reception room at the capitol and witness- 
ed by only a few persons. 

The exhibition was by Miss Fannie Hes- 
ter, of Greene county, Georgia. She is the 
daughter of Mr. R. J. Hester. of that 
county. The exhibition was given for the 
especial benefit of Governor Atkinson. 

The strange power possessed by Miss 
Hester is located in the palms of her hands 
and in the balls of her thumbs. Her fingers 
do not affect anything she touches, but the 
minute the palm of her hand comes in con- 
tact with a piece of metal or wood it im- 
tediately begins to jump and is attracted 
to her band. 

Miss Hester Is a slender young girl about 
fiftecn years of age with Heht hair and 
an attractive face. Through the entire per- 
formance, during which she does feais of 
great strength, not a muscle of her face 
mcves and she apparently does not exert 
herself in the least. 

This strange power came to her on No- 
vember 7th of last year. Jt causes the 
muscles in her arms to twitch and they 
are rever still for a moment. Her father 
states that this sometimes causes her to 
loose sleen. 

The first experiment tried with the young 
lady yesterday was with a silver dollar. 
This was placed near the palm of her 
hard and her hand immediately began to 
twitch and jump. Several of those present 
felt her hand and noticed the strange pul- 
Sations of it. 

A large round stick was then placed in 
her hand and as long as it touched the 
palm it kept continually in motion, whirl- 
ing around with great rapidity. Several 
tried to push against her, but she could not 
be moved from her tracks. Mafor Frank 
Calloway used all his strength to push the 
little girl back, but could not move her. 

Experimerts were tried with » chair and 
although four men caught hold of it and 
attempted to keep it still, Miss Hester 
moved it easily in all directions with one 
hand. She seemed io use no exertion what- 
ever. 

lt was with the greatest difleolty that 
fhe could be lifted from the floor. Ard 
when she stood on wood it was almost 
an impossibility to raise her feei an inch 
from the floor. 

The powers of Miss Hester are somewhat 
similar to those of Lula Hurst and the 
experiments ere mo. the same line. An ex- 
hibition was given by her before ‘he fac- 
ulty of the University of Jeorcia and they 
have written a testimon-al priasing the 
powers of the young wir}.

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Wonderful Achievement Made by City’s 
New Tapping Machine. 


IT CUT THE BIG WATER MAIN 


Inserted a Piece of Pipe Without 
Breaking the Flow. 


MAYOR AND OFFICIALS WERE PRESENT 


First Trial in the South of the Re- 
markable Machine Recently 
Bought by the City. 


One of the most striking feats that has 
ever been performed in this country from 
a mechanical standpoint was successfully 
executed at the Hemphill staiion of the 
waterworks plant yesterday morning. 
Nothing like it has occurred Before in the 
suuth, and it will probably irk a new 
era in southern waterworks systems. 

A thirty-six-inch main, one of the larg- 
est now in use in the city, Was cut open, 
and a twenty-four-inch piece of pipe taken 
therefrom in about four hours’ time with- 
out turning off or even diminishing the 
pressure of water in the pipes, and with- 
out the slightest danger to the waterworks 
system. 

It would seem this operation would be 
well nigh impossible, but as a matter of 
fact, it is very simple. The A. P. Smith 
tapping machine, which has lately been 
invented, and which is, therefore, an inno- 
vation in the water pipe world, was brought 
into use, manned by Mr. Lynch, a skilled 
waterworks expert from the north, who 
came to Atlanta expressly for this pur- 
pose. 

Mayor Collier, the members of the water 
board and the officials of the water depart- 
ment went out in carriages to witness the 
experiment, and were highly pleased, as 
well as greatly surprised with the result. 
Refreshments were served at the station. 


For Placing an Air Chamber. 


The object of opening the water main 
was to build an air chamber, which is 
apparently a huge pipe runnning out of 
the ground, air and water tight. It is cén- 
nected with the water main at the bottom 
and counteracts the ‘‘water hammer,” 

In other words, the pipes being filled with 
water, there is necessarily much jar on. 
the machinery at the engine houses. Two 
streams of water, going in opposite direc- 
tions in the pipes, of necessity cause some 
concussion on colliding, and the jar is 
necessarily felt somewhere. It has been 
found that these concussions are dangerous 
to the machinery. The air chambers, which 
contain one-half water and one-half air, 
act as a cushion on the water hammers, 
and by forcing the jars into the chamber 
and compressing the air none of the shocks 
ever reach the machinery. 

There is only one air chamber at the 
station, which was erected some time ago. 
In order to tap the pipe for this operation 
it was necessary to cut the water off from 
the city for eighteen hours, and there is 
no telling what kind of catastrophes might 
have happened during that period. 

Yesterday the main was tapped, the 
water supply not being cut off at all. 
Though the pressure is the mains is eighty 
feet to the square inch, the supply was 
not diminished in the least, and the citl- 
zens never had the slightest intimation of 
what was going on, thereby, perhaps, be- 
ing saved thousands of dollars by losses 
in fires and water for nearly a whole day. 

Something of the Machine. 

The city recently purchased two of these 
tapping machines at a cost of $1,000, 

The outfit consists 6f an immense bore, 
operated either by steam or hand power. 
Yesterday ten negroes were kept busy pull- 
ing the levers. A thirty-six-inch arm or 
sleeve was placed around the main before 
the machine was adjusted. 

Directly over the piece to be taken out 
a large valve was fitted, through which the 
cutters extended, and plowed their way in- 
to the pipe. The main was one and five- 
eighths of an inch thick, but it took seven 
inches of cutting to get the piece out, on 
account of the curvature of the pipe. 

The machine is so arranged that when 
the piece is cut out it is taken out of the 
main automatically; and the valve being 
closed keeps the water in the pipes, not- 
withstanding there was a hole therein yes- 
terday twenty-four inches in diameter. 
When the air chamber is ready to be 
placed, the valve is opened, allowing the 
water to enter, and the operation is ended.

MOVEMENT AMONG CITIZENS 


Thick with Dust in Summer and with 
Mud in Winter, It Is in Most 
‘Unsatisfactory Condition. 


——— 


Here is good news for the citizens of 


North avenue. 

There ls a movement on foot in the city 
council to pave this magnificent thorough- 
fare from Peachtree street to Hemphill 
avenue with Williams wooden blocks. Some 
of the most influential city legislators are 
behind the plan, and say they will carry 
it to tuaterialization. 

At the last meeting of council a measure 
was introduced providing for the paving of 
North avenue from Peachtree street to 
Williams street, a distance of only three 
blocks. 

This was only a test, however, of the 
feelings of council on the subject ana it 
is the intention of the framers of the pav- 
ing measure, as well as the citizens living 
along that thoroughfare, to pave the street 
several blocks farther. 

There is no doubt that North avenue 
on ‘the west side of Peachtree is one of the 
most beautiful streets geographically in the 
city. A large number of prominent citi- 
zens have adorned each side with mag- 
nificent residences, but the street proper 
has never kept up with 'the progress in that 
neighborhood. 

There is now nothing between the side- 
welks but common road, which fills the 
whole neigtborhood with dust in hot 
weather, and in which carriages almost 
mire up to the hub In the winter. The 
residents have grown tired of this seeming 
neglect on the part of the city fathers, and 
have sent an urgent appeal to council for 
a pavement. 

Like Canal Street, New Orleans. 

The avenue, which is one of the widest 
in the city, will not only be paved with 
wooden blocks, but there will be a park- 
way in the center, adorned with grassy 
plots, flower beds and shade trees, some- 
thing like Canal street in New Orleans, 
which is constructed of this plan. The ef- 
fect will at once be beautiful and artistic, 
and will greatly enhance the value of 
property in that neighborhood. 

The park way will be about twelve feet 
wide, and no carriages or vehicles of any 
kind will be allowed thereon. Comfortable 
settees will be placed at convenient places, 
and the avenue will be made a quiet ren- 
dezvous for the city folk during the hot 
season. 

As soon as this plan is materialized an- 
other will be started to lay the rode lead- 
ing out by the waterworks in chert, mak- 
ing one of the most beautiful driveways 
in the city. The cost will not be a great 
deal, and will mostly be paid by the own- 
ers of property along the road. 

Mayor Collier is greatly in favor of the 
project and will bend every effort to see it 
carried through. General improvements 
seem to be the watchword of this admin- 
istration, and the city will no doubt put 
on an entirely new aspect before Mayor 
Collier’s term of office: expires.
